The 
expression film revenues bears the connotation that 
investors will receive amounts equal to box office 
receipts. Producer's gross, on the other hand, is 
the residual amount left over from box office receipts 
and other revenues after payment of exhibitors' fees, 
distributors’ fees, selling expenses and other 
expenses. The preliminary prospectus uses the term 
"Producer's Gross" and defines its meaning in 
accordance with industry practice. 


The Selling Agent has agreed that a letter correcting 
any misimpression will be sent to all potential 
purchasers who return the coupon contained in the 
advertisement.

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ONTARIO POLICY NO. 3-40 


PUBLIC AVAILABILITY OF MATERIAL FILED 
UNDER THE SECURITIES ACT, 1978 


Section 137 of The Securities Act, 1978 requires, in effect, 
that material filed pursuant to the Act or the regulations to be made 
available for public inspection during normal business hours except for 
any material or class of material as to which the Commission is of the 
opinion that it "discloses intimate financial, personal or other inforn- 
ation and that the desirability of avoiding disclosure thereof in the 
interests of any person or company affected outweighs the desirability 
of adhering to the principle that material filed with the Commission be 
available to the public for inspection.'' This policy statement sets out 
how the Commission believes that section 137 should be construed and 
applied. 


Nothing in this policy limits the authority of the Commission 
to make a determination that any specific material filed with it should, 
or should not, be made publicly available. 


Meaning of ''Filed"' 


The word ''filed" is one of precise meaning in the Act. This 
policy deals with all of the classes and types of material that the Act 
and regulations require to be filed. That does not mean that all other 
material is to be kept confidential. For example, material with respect 
to rights offerings delivered to the Commission in compliance with sections 
34(1)14 and 71(1)h of the Act will be made public except where special 
circumstances indicate that the material should be confidential, and except 
that internal memoranda and correspondence with other regulatory authorities 
will be treated as confidential. By contrast, applications for registration 
will be treated as confidential. From time to time, supplementary policy 
statements will be published as to public availability of information that 
is not technically "filed". 


Availability of Filed Material 


The following are the classes of material required to be filed 
under the Act. Material of each class will be made publicly available 
except to the extent and in the circumstances noted in any comment made 
after the description of that class:

. On June 15, The Honourable Frank Drea, Minister of Consume! 
and Commercial Relations, introduced for first reading before the 
Legislative Assembly The Securities Amendment Act, 1979. This amending 
bill will not be proceeded with until the fall session of the Assembly, 
This delay will provide an opportunity for public discussion and commer 
concerning the bill. 


The amending bill contains a number of minor housekeeping 
modifications to The Securities Act, 1978, which was passed in June, 
1978, but has not yet been proclaimed. In addition, three substantive 
matters are dealt with in the amending bill: 


- it avoids any doubts as to whether the Commission is entitled 
to conduct a joint meeting together with other securities 
commissions, such as the_joint hearing with the Commission des 
valeurs mobiliéres du Quebec concerning the Simpsons -Simpsons- 
Sears-Bay transaction that was convened on Monday, December 18, 
1978, in Montreal; 


- it revises certain of the timing requirements governing take- 
over bids. Among these requirements is one which mandates that > 
a pro rata bid may not be outstanding longer than 35 days. In 
a competitive situation, with offers and counter offers followin 
one another, this time limit may be unworkable and the amending 
bill therefore permits it to be extended for proper business 


purposes ; 


- it revises section 131 of The Securities Act, 1978, dealing 
with liability for insider trading. The revision makes no 
change of substance, but clarifies the language of the section 
in a number of important respects. 


A copy of the amending bill is attached for purposes of reference. 
After lengthy consultations with affected persons, draft 
regulations under The Securities Act, 1978 have been completed for 


submission to Cabinet. It is currently anticipated that The Securitie

This is an application by Imasco Capital Management, Inc. 
(""Imasco Capital") for an order under section 20 of The Securities Act 
that would have the effect of permitting Imasco Capital to obtain regis- 
tration as an adviser, in the category of portfolio manager, despite the 
fact that non-resident investment in its shares would otherwise preclude 
it from registration. It is another in a series of matters that are 
leading us to a more detailed analysis of the scope and impact of the 
restrictions needed to carry out a central and accepted tenet, that 
control of the Canadian securities industry should remain in Canadian 
hands. In doing so, we were assisted by able arguments adduced by

Mr. Crawford for Imasco Capital, by Mr. Jackson for The Toronto Stock 
Exchange and by Mr. Gord for the staff of the Commission. Mr. Jackson 
also indicated that the Investment Dealers Association concurred with 
the position of the TSE. 


Factual Background 


The facts are relatively simple. All of the outstanding 
shares of Imasco Capital are owned by Imasco Limited, a public Canadian 
company controlled through a holding of approximately 50% of its shares” 
by BAT Industries Limited of England. The principal business of Imasco 
Limited is in the tobacco industry, but Mr. George Ross, President of 
Imasco Associated Products, explained that in recent years it has 
diversified substantially, particularly into retail distribution of 
merchandise. Currently, Imasco Limited has approximately 1,000 retail 
outlets in Canada. A number of these are attributable to the recent 
acquisition of Koffler Stores, in connection with which a representatio 
was made to the Foreign Investment Review Agency that efforts will be 
made to increase Canadian participation in Imasco Limited to 60% within 
five years after March, 1978. 


Imasco Limited has a substantial pension trust, called the 
Imasco Pension Investment Trust (the ''Imasco Fund"), with assets curren 
aggregating approximately $100 million. While Canadian pension trust 
assets in the aggregate are increasing rapidly, to the point where they 
are expected to double within the next few years, the Imasco Fund is a 
comparatively "mature'’ pension trust with a far less rapid rate of 
increase. Mr. Robert Ruggles, who joined Imasco Limited in 1966, has 
had charge of the Imasco Fund for approximately 10 years, during which 
it has attained an excellent performance record. We were told by Mrs@ 
Marshall and Mr. Cockfield of James P. Marshall Inc., whose expert 
testimony was of great assistance, that the Imasco Fund has consistentl 
ranked among the best-performing Canadian pension trusts while under 
Mr. Ruggles' management. 


The Imasco Fund would be the first client of Imasco Capital 
However, Mr. Ruggles anticipates that other pension trust clients woulc 
quickly be attracted. He has been approached by a number of intereste 
prospective clients. His plan would be to accept new clients with asst 
for management aggregating approximately $500 million, after which he 
would not accept new clients although he would accept new money from 
existing clients. Total assets under his management would, then, be 
approximately $600 million. In this way he would keep total funds undi 
his control at a manageable level; he would spread costs over a larger) 
asset base, with obvious benefit to Imasco Limited; and, perhaps most 
important, he would have a challenging management function with which - 
maintain the interest of the very competent assistants he has attracte 
and is training. 
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Mr. Ruggles, Mrs. Marshall and Mr. Cockfield also provided 
us with relevant information as to the state of pension fund management 
in Canada. They concurred that the current size of the Canadian market- 
place is such that a manager cannot effectively deploy a sum exceeding 
approximately $500-$750 million, and that a number of portfolio managers 
have attained this level and are declining to accept new clients. Mrs. 
Marshall and Mr. Cockfield are in the business of assisting pension 
trusts in the quest for effective management, and they stressed the 
inadequacy of the available supply of new managers. A person wishing 
to enter this business is, they told us, not credible unless he can 
point to a demonstrated track record of management results with a 
substantial fund over a period of at least five years. Mr. Ruggles 
can do this, but there are few others who can. The resultant shortage 
is, they felt, likely to become worse over the next few years as Canadian 
pension assets increase. 


As to foreign investment in this area, it is relevant to 
note that of the 53 adviser registrants when the non-resident ownership 
rules were adopted, six were foreign-owned and therefor qualified for 
"grandfather" status. Today, only two of these grandfathered firms 
retain their registration, and the total number of registrants as 
adviser is 62. Further, Mrs. Marshall and Mr. Cockfield assured us 
that there are very few foreign-owned firms that would make credible 
entrants into the field on the basis of the five-year track record 
test, even if the non-resident ownership restrictions were substantially 
reduced. 


In sum, granting the present application would enable Mr. 
Ruggles to increase the assets he manages from approximately $100 million 
to approximately $600 million, out of total Canadian pension assets now 
at approximately $40 billion and expected to double over the next few 
years. Imasco Capital would become Ontario's third non-resident 
controlled registered adviser by comparison with six who were in place 
when the rules became effective. Mr. Ruggles would be a welcome addition 
in a marketplace where there is insufficient available talent. Any 
suggestion that he might divert funds to offshore use is met by the rigid 
Canadian rules as to investment in pension assets. In these circumstances, 
our conclusion as to the facts is that no danger to Canadian control of 
the Canadian industry would be created by Mr. Ruggles' entry under the 
auspices of Imasco Capital, and that there could be some real benefits 
in other contexts. 


We turn now to an examination of the legal position and of 
the scope of our discretion. 


Section 20 as a Technique to Grant Exemptions from Non-Pesident 
Ownership Restrictions 


During our consideration of the application Mr. Jackson 
introduced no testimony. His contention was that the history of the non- 
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resident ownership restrictions clearly indicates that we should not make 
use of section 20 to grant exemptions from those restrictions, even where 
satisfied that the case was meritorious. He did not go so far as to say 
that we lacked legal authority to do so, although his argument only 
narrowly skirted this conclusion. For our part, we concur with Mr. Crawfor 
that the wide and unqualified language of section 20 enables us to grant his 
client the requested relief if we choose to do so. 


But that conclusion is only a first step along the path that 
Mr. Crawford requested us to follow. For the arguments adduced by Mr. 
Jackson are sufficiently forceful to persuade us that the section 20 path 
should be a narrow trail indeed, to be negotiated successfully only by 
the most meritorious application. Section 20 by its terms is a narrow 
provision, to be used only in unusual circumstances; that is sufficiently 
indicated by the requirement of subsection 20(2) that a copy of any 
section 20 order be laid before the Assembly if it is in session. Furthem 
the history of the non-resident ownership restrictions lends support to 
Mr. Jackson's position that they should not be deviated from lightly. 


Non-resident ownership restrictions were first embodied in 
regulations under The Securities Act in 1971. In 1970 a committee 
established by the self-regulatory organizations in the securities industry 
(the Committee to Study the Requirements and Sources of Capital and the 
Implications of Non-Resident Capital for the Canadian Securities Industry - 
frequently known as the Moore Committee) recommended far-reaching restrict- 
ions on non-resident entry into the Canadian securities industry. The 
Moore Report clearly states that its recommendations apply only to 
"securities firms” (paragraph 6.3); while the Report does not clearly 
indicate whether investment advisory firms were intended to be included, 
the analysis in the Report does not deal specifically with such firms. 

In a statement made in July, 1971 announcing that interim non-resident 
ownership restrictions were being adopted pending completion of a study 

by the Ontario Securities Commission, Premier Davis used the terms "invest 
ment community'' and "securities dealers" interchangeably. The April, 1972 
O.S.C. Report (Report of the Securities Industry Ownership Committee of 
the Ontario Securities Commission) refers only briefly to investment 
advisory firms (paragraph 4.18) but specifically recommends that the 
conclusions reached should apply to "all categories of registrant" 
(paragraph 6.17). The regulations were revised in 1974 and have since 
been modified only in minor respects. 


When adopted in 1971, the non-resident ownership restrictions 
contained provisions enabling the Commission to grant exemptions. While 
wider in their terms, the Commission, in accordance with a statement made 
by the Minister to the Legislature, interpreted them as designed only to 
enable the Commission to permit registration of firms that were well 
advanced with their plans to effect registration when the new rules 
became effective. Their usefulness for this purpose having disappeared, | 
the exemption provisions were terminated by an amending regulation in 1974 
In consequence, the terms of the non-resident ownership restrictions give 
the Commission little flexibility in their application. 
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Mr. Jackson attached great weight to this history in his 
submission that we ought not to make use of section 20 for the purposes 
contemplated by the present application. He also pointed to the 
restrictive tests in section 6d(3) of the Regulations that determine 
the circumstances in which the Commission should approve retention of 
grandfather status following a material change of control of a grand- 
fathered firm. We need not review that section here, having recently 
done so in detail in our decision concerning Reynolds Securities Limited 
(O.S.C. Bulletin for March, 1978, page 101). Mr. Jackson is clearly 
correct that the test is a narrow and restrictive one. In this context, 
he formulated his submissions at three levels: 


= the history of the regulations and of section 20 
Clearly indicates that use of the section to grant 
exemptions from the non-resident ownership restrict- 
ions was not intended, and we should reject the 
application on that basis alone; 


2 even if we disagree with the first submission, we 
should be cognizant of the tests in 6d(3). Put 
another way, it would not make sense to give special 
status to a new firm if it would not have qualified 
for retention of previously-established grandfather 
status after a material change of control; and 


- Imasco Capital would not satisfy the 6d(3) tests, so 
its application should be rejected on this alter- 
native ground. 


These submissions were supported by our staff counsel, Mr. Gord. 
They trouble us. If the present application related to registration as 
securities dealer, we would probably accept the submission, particularly as 
to section 6d(3). It is to that category of registration that the analyses 
preceding adoption of the non-resident ownership restrictions were principally 
directed. We are less ready to adopt the submissions as to other categories 
of registration, such as security issuer (see our decision concerning 
Victoria Wood Development Corporation Limited, 0.S.C. Bulletin for January, 
1978, page 3) and adviser. But we recognize that even in such other 
categories, we should approach applications with caution and demand a clear 
demonstration that the public interest would be served and Canadian control 
would not be endangered. On the other hand, to reject such applications 
out of hand as suggested by Mr. Jackson would involve an abdication of the 
authority (and commensurate responsibility) entrusted to us by section 20. 


Conclusions 


For the reasons indicated above, we feel the application should 
be granted if the applicant can demonstrate it to be in the public interest, 
and that it does not involve a danger to Canadian control over the Canadian 
securities industry. Based on all the facts outlined earlier in these 
reasons, we feel the applicant has satisfied that burden. Accordingly, we 
are prepared to grant the application if satisfactory terms and conditions 
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are agreed upon. The following are the recommendations of Mr. Gord 
in this connection, with our comments: 


= that the investment of Imasco Limited in Imasco Capital 
be passive. All the testimony was that Imasco Capital 
will be operated by Mr. Ruggles, and we think it approp- 
riate that the registration be conditional on day-to-day 
operating decisions being left in his hands, but we 
recognize that Imasco Limited must have the continuing 
right to participate in long-term strategic decisions 
affecting Imasco Capital. If Mr. Ruggles for any 
reason leaves Imasco Capital, the registration should 
be conditional on his being replaced by another Canadian 
resident satisfactory to our staff; 


- that clients of Imasco Capital be restricted to funds 
whose investments are subject to the foreign property 
restrictions in the Income Tax Act (Canada). This seems 
to us a reasonable limitation, and we did not understand 
that Mr. Crawford quarrelled with it; 


: that assets under management by Imasco Capital be 
limited. We also agree with this, although a flat limit 
to $600 million would be unduly restrictive. It should 
be possible to arrive at a limit that will take into 
account factors such as inflation and the rate of growth 
of the Canadian capital markets in order to provide 
Imasco Capital with reasonable flexibility while ensuring 
that it does not exceed the comparatively limited involve- 
ment in the Canadian industry contemplated during the 
hearing. 


In addition, we feel that the terms and conditions should 
clearly indicate that the registration is subject to review by us in 
the event of a material change in the control of Imasco Capital. Furthe: 
Imesco Capital should continue to operate as it now does, without having 
custody of the clients' assets but merely giving instructions as to how 
they should be invested. 


No question was raised during the hearing as to whether 
there might be a possibility of conflicts of interest in the management 
of assets by Imasco Capital arising by reason of the other interests of 
Imasco. Special requirements are imposed on advisers categorized as 
portfolio managers in order to meet any such concern and to ensure 
that they deal in an even-handed way with all their clients. 


We would ask that conditions as outlined above be agreed 


upon between our staff and the applicant, with reasonable opportunity 
for comment being provided to Mr. Jackson. If agreement cannot be 
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reached on the terms and conditions through this process, the Commission 
will convene again to consider them. 


We are grateful to the applicant, The Toronto Stock Exchange 
and our staff for the quality of their respective submissions on this 
difficult matter.

On 12th June, 1979, David Sherman appeared 
before Judge W. P. Ross in Provincial Court 
and pleaded guilty to a charge of defrauding 
Universe Securities Limited.

DOUGLAS L. ROSS 
DOUGLAS L. ROSS INC. 


On 25th June, 1979, Douglas L. Ross appeared before 
Provincial Court Judge J. R. H. Kirkpatrick in Owen 
Sound and pleaded guilty to one count of trading in 
securities without registration, and one count of 
making a public offering of securities without filing 
a preliminary prospectus and a prospectus with the 
Ontario Securities Commission. Mr. Ross also 
entered guilty pleas on behalf of Douglas L. Ross Inc. 
with respect to the same charges. The charges arose 
as a result of the issue of several promissory notes 
to persons who invested various sums of money 
totalling over $44,000 with Mr. Ross and his companies. 


Mr. Ross was fined $500.00 to be paid within thirty 
days, or 120 days imprisonment in default. In 
addition, he was placed on probation for two years. 

A condition of the probation order was that Mr. Ross 
make reparations to the investors to the extent which 
would enable him to subsist and provide for the 
support of his estranged wife and children. The 
condition further provided that any windfall received 
by Mr. Ross, including any money or assets he may 
realize as a consequence of liquidation of his 
businesses, will be applied to repayment of the 
investors on a pro rata basis. 


As against Douglas L. Ross Inc., the passing of 
sentence was suspended, upon Mr. Ross' representation 
that the company had no assets. Judge Kirkpatrick 
indicated that should this representation prove to 

be incorrect, the matter of the company's sentence 
would be reconsidered. 
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REGULATIONS 


REYNOLDS SECURITIES (CANADA) LID 


In the Weekly Summary of May 11 comments were requested 
as to how the Commission should reply to a memorandum received from 
the Minister of Consumer and Commercial Relations setting out certain 
questions as to the status of Reynolds Securities (Canada) Jigetsiy, 186! 
the light of further consideration subsequent to May 11, and of comments 
received, the Commission concluded that full consideration of the 
questions raised by the Minister could not feasibly be completed prior 
to June 30.

REGULATIONS UNDER THE COMMODITY FUTURES 
ACT, 1978 AND THE SECURITIES ACT, rs7s 


PUBLISHED REQUIREMENTS 


Under the regulations to The Commodity Futures 
Act, 1978 and The Securities Act, 1978 the Commission 
is empowered to publish certain forms and requirements. 
The following have been approved for use by registrants. 


1. Monthly Financial and Position Report 


Section 17 of the regulations under 

The Commodity Futures Act requires that 
every futures commission merchant and 
introducing broker that is not a member 
in good standing of a recognized self 
regulatory body shall deliver this 
report in the prescribed form to the 
Commission within 15 business days of 
the end of each month. 


2. New Client Application Form 


This form is published pursuant to 
section 28(3) of the regulations under 
The Commodity Futures Act as an example 
of the form that might be used by regis- 
trants in complying with the requirement 
to obtain appropriate information con- 
cerning new customers. 


3. Calculation of Customer Concentration 
Factor and Commodity Concentration Factor 


Section 14(1) of the regulations under 

The Commodity Futures Act, 1978 sets out 
the minimum free capital required to be 
maintained by futures commission merchants. 
Two elements in the required free capital 
calculation are the "customer concentra- 
tion factor" and the “commodity concentra- 
tion factor". This explanatory item is 
published as an aid to registrants. It 
illustrates the manner in which these 
factors are determined.

4. Audit Requirements 


These requirements are published 
pursuant to sections 127 and 129 
of the regulations under The 
Securities Act, 1978 and sections 
15(5) and 19(1) of the regulations 
under The Commodity Futures Act.

CHARTERED BANK 





In the Weekly Summary for June 22, 1979 there was published 
for comment a draft of the conditions that will attach to the registration 
under The Securities Act, 1978 of a chartered bank that elects to register 
in the 'Type II" category outlined in the discussion paper published by 
the Commission on August 11, 1978. That draft has been reviewed and 
revised in light of comments received and a copy of the version adopted 
by the Commission is attached. 


Chartered banks that plan to apply for registration on this 
basis, and that have not already done so, should initiate discussions 
immediately with the Deputy Director, Registration.

CONDITIONS OF REGISTRATION FOR BANKS REGISTERED 
AS 


The registration of Bank as a 
securities dealer is subject to the following terms and conditions: 


(1) The Bank and its employees and others acting for it will not 

solicit the purchase or sale of securities except for solicitations that 
(i) are made to customers of the Bank in accordance with paragraphs (a) 
through (d) below, and (ii) in trades that are exempt from registration by 
reason of section 34 of the Act. For this purpose, solicitation occurs 

if the discussions with the customer that result in the trade are initiated 
by the Bank or if the investment decision of the customer is influenced by 
recommendations that the Bank, its employees or agents may make. 


The following are the circumstances in which solicitations are 
permissible: 


(a) (i) Securities of the Bank or of an issuer associated with 
the Bank, such as a mitual fund, may be approved, under 
the procedure described in Schedule A, by a trading 
officer at one of the central offices of the Bank for 
sales to customers of the Bank who satisfy criteria 
specified by that central office. This clause (i) is 
intended only to facilitate the sale of securities of 
an issuer such as a mutual fumd, real estate investment 
trust or mortgage fund where the Bank has arranged to 
make the securities available in order to provide its 
customers with an alternative, bank-associated investment 
opportunity on a continuing basis. "Associated" is here 
used not in the sense of the Act, but rather to denote 
a relationship involving a continuing interest and 
involvement on the part of the Bank. 


(ii) The availability of the securities referred to in (1) 
may be indicated to customers by advertisements displayed 
within premises occupied by the Bank and by material 
that is disseminated outside the Bank in a manner designed 
to be received only by persons who are already customers 
of the Bank, but not by advertisements published in the 
press, television, radio or other media for appealing 
to the general public.

ADDENDUM TO POLICY 3-36 


INTERIM AND ANNUAL FINANCIAL STATEMENTS UNDER 
HE SECURLTTIESSAGIA: 1978 


As currently in force, The Business Corporations Act 
(Ontario) provides for the preparation and distribution of semi-annual 
reports by Ontario corporations, and The Securities Act contains 
similar provisions as to corporations that are subject to that Act, 
Other than Ontario corporations. The Securities Act, 1978, to become 
effective on September 15, 1979, expands these requirements to include 
quarterly reports and to require their distribution by reporting issuers. 
Corollary amendments to The Business Corporations Act, also to become 
effective on September 15, link more closely the provisions of the 
two statutes. 


Sections 76 and 77 of The Securities Act, 1978, respectively, 
require the preparation of interim and annual financial statements and 
section 78 requires that all of these statements be sent to security 
holders (other than of debt instruments) within Ontario. Section 79 
allows the Commission to grant exemptions from these obligations. Other 
provisions allow the Commission to grant exemptions from the correspond- 
ing obligations relating to forms of proxy (section 84) and information 
circulars (section 80). 


The acts under which various reporting issuers are organized 
are not consistent in their treatment of the obligation to prepare and 
to distribute financial information. While most corporations acts require 
the preparation of semi-annual reports, corresponding requirements as to 
reports at the end of the first and third quarters are less common. The 
Commission has received queries as to whether it would be prepared to 
exercise its exemptive authority under section 79 in favour of issuers 
Organized under Acts with less extensive reporting requirements than 
those in The Securities Act, 1978, and has considered these queries. 


Another aspect of the same matter has been considered by the 
Commission. Section 185(2) of The Business Corporations Act currently 
authorizes the Commission to exempt Ontario corporations from the oblig- 
ation to prepare semi-annual reports. A number of exemptive orders are 
outstanding under this provision. Section 185 will, however, be repealed 
by the amendments to that Act which will become effective on September 
15, when The Securities Act, 1978 becomes effective. The new section 
185 will require Ontario corporations that are offering their securities 
to the public to prepare and distribute the interim reports required to 
be filed under The Securities Act. In the Commission's view, an order 
under section 79 of The Securities Act, 1978 exempting a corporation 
from the obligation to prepare and file interim reports will have the 
effect of an exemption under the new section 185. The Commission has 
received queries from Ontario corporations currently exempted under 
section 185(2) as to what their status will be after September 15. 
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(130-B) 


The Commission feels that the obligation to prepare interim 
and annual financial statements and make them available to security 
holders is an integral and essential part of the regulatory scheme under 
The Securities Act, 1978. However, it recognizes that there are circum- 
stances in which limited exemption orders may be appropriate. For this 
purpose, it is appropriate to distinguish between orders relating to the 
preparation of financial statements and orders relating to the manner 
in which they are to be made available to security holders. These two 
types of orders are separately discussed below. 


EXEMPTIONS FROM THE OBLIGATION TO PREPARE FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 


OSC Policy 3-36 sets out the circumstances in which the 
Commission will grant exemptions from the obligation to prepare semi-annual 
reports under the present law. Essentially, the policy statement is limited 
to dormant companies. The Commission is prepared to grant exemptions on the 
same basis under section 79 from the obligation to prepare interim reports 
in compliance with the new act. To avoid multiplicity of applications, 
the Commission will make a general order in favour of those issuers which 
are currently exempted from the obligation to file semi-annual reports 
by an order under section 132 of The Securities Act or section 185(2) 
of The Business Corporations Act. The general order will exempt those 
issuers from the obligation to prepare and file interim reports. 


The concluding paragraph of Policy 3-36 states that the 
Commission is reluctant to grant exemptions from the obligation to prepare 
annual financial statements and proxy solicitation material. It seems 
desirable that issuers whose equity securities are held by the public should 
be in contact with them at least annually. This general attitude to exemp- 
tions from the obligation to prepare annual financial statements and proxy 
solicitation material continues. 


EXEMPTIONS FROM THE OBLIGATION TO DISTRIBUTE FINANCIAL 
STATEMENTS AND ANNUAL PROXY SOLICITATION MATERIAL 


Where the statute under which an issuer is organized does 
not require the preparation of material that is required under The Securities 
Act, 1978, or requires that the material be prepared but not that it be 
distributed, the issuer may wish to apply under section 79 for the right to 
disseminate information through the news media rather than through a 
general distribution to all shareholders. This would recognize the increas- 
ing costs involved in individual distribution of material, particularly 
when the distribution is effected through the mails. The Commission 
recently considered an application from British Columbia Resources Invest- 
ment Corporation ("BCRIC") for the right, contemplated by its statute of 
incorporation, to distribute information by advertising rather than through 
the mails. The order was granted subject to a number of conditions, includ- 
ing the obligation of BCRIC, if it elects not to distribute material 
through the mails, to maintain a list of shareholders who request such 
distribution and to send the material to such shareholders. 
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It should be noted that the following discussion relates 
Only to issuers, such as BCRIC, that are not obligated to distribute 
material to each shareholder by the statutes under which they are 
Organized. Offering corporations under The Business Corporations Act 
(Ontario) will be obligated to distribute to their shareholders those 
interim and annual reports that they are required to prepare; the 
Commission lacks authority to permit them to substitute dissemination 
through the media. 


lie Interim Reports 


Where an applicant satisfies the Commission that its 
statute of incorporation or other statute under which it is 
Organized does not require that interim reports be sent to 
all shareholders, and that an alternative distribution tech- 
nique is available whereby the information will be brought to 
the attention of most Ontario shareholders or their advisers, 
then the Commission will be inclined to favour an application 
under section 79 for an exemption from the requirements of 
section 78. The Commission anticipates that most such applic- 
ations will be premised on newspaper advertising as the 
alternative distribution medium, but the Commission would be 
prepared to consider other alternatives thought to be approp- 
riate by the particular applicant. 


If satisfied with the quality and likely effectiveness 
of the alternative distribution medium, the Commission wil] 
not ordinarily insist that the applicant maintain a mailing 
list such as that described above upon which the BCRIC exemption 
was conditioned. However, where the quality and effectiveness 
of the alternative medium are in doubt, or other special circum- 
stances are present, the maintenance of such a list might be 
required at least for an interim experimental period. 


ce Annual Material 


The Commission anticipates that applications as to annual 
financial statements will he much less frequent than those as to 
interim statements. Almost all incorporating statutes require 
the mailing of annual statements. Further, most issuers find 
it desirable to establish direct contact with the shareholders 
at least annually. If any applications are brought for orders 
authorizing dissemination of annual financial statements (and, 
presumably, related proxy material and information circular) 
by advertisements or other techniques rather than direct 
distribution, the Commission will wish to verify that the alter- 
native arrangements proposed are justified on a cost-effectiveness 
basis and that they will fully preserve the information flow, the 
shareholder-company contact and the access to annual meetings that 
are important benefits of the annual financial statements and 
related material. 


Where it does grant an exemption order as to sending of 
annual material, the Commission will, absent special circumstances, 
make that order subject to terms and conditions similar to those 
attached to the BCRIC exemption.

ADOPTION OF POLICY 3-41 AS TO EXEMPTIONS FROM THE 
OBLIGATION TO MAKE A FOLLOW-UP OFFER AFTER A 
CONTROL BLOCK PREMIUM TRANSACTION 


While Bill 7 (The Securities Act, 1978) was under consider- 
ation by the Legislative Assembly, the Minister publicly requested the 
Ontario Securities Commission to discuss the application of section 
91(1), which mandates a follow-up offer to minority shareholders after 
certain control block premium transactions, with interested parties and 
to publish guidelines as to the circumstances in which exemptions will 
be granted from the obligation. In compliance with this request, the 
Commission published draft guidelines in the Weekly Summary for August 
11, 1978, and an extensively revised draft was published on February 22, 
1979. Each draft elicited helpful and constructive written comments, 
which have been of considerable assistance to the Commission. 


The Commission has now adopted, as Ontario Policy 3-41, 
guidelines on this difficult question. A copy of the policy follows. 
Of course, the Commission will maintain a continuing review of: the 
Situation and will revise the policy from time to time if experience 
indicates that revisions are desirable. 
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TAKE-OVER BIDS = SECTION 99 APPLICATIONS FOR 
EXEMPTIONS FROM THE OBLIGATION TO MAKE A 
FOLLOW-UP OFFER AFTER A "CONTROL BLOCK PREMIUM" 
TRANSACTION = THE SECURITIES ACT, 1978 


Background 


While section 88(2)(c) of The Securities Act, 
1978 (the "“Act") exempts a take-over bid to purchase 
securities by way of (private) agreements with fewer 
than fifteen security holders from the requirements of 
Part XIXof the Act, section 91(1) imposes an obligation 
to make a follow-up offer to all the security holders 
of a class within 180 days after the first private 
agreement “if there is a published market in the class 
of securities acquired and the value of the consideration 
paid for any of the securities acquired exceeds the market 
price at the date of the relevant agreement plus reasonabl 
brokerage fees or other commissions..." 


Section 99 permits an application to the 
Commission by an interested party for an exemption from 
the obligation to make a follow-up offer where in the 
opinion of the Commission it would not be prejudicial 
to the public interest to do so. 


Policy Considerations 


The policy considerations were canvassed in the . 
Commission's request for comments dated Pebruary 22, 1979. 
The concept behind the requirement to make a follow-up 
offer is summarized in the introductory language of the 
United Kingdom's "City Code on Takeovers and Mergers" as 
"good, standard commercial behaviour based upon a concept © 
of equity between one shareholder and another".

Private Agreement Exemption 


Section 88(2) reads in part as follows:- 


"Subject to section 91, a take-over bid 
is exempted from the requirements of this 
Part where, ..- 


(c) it is an offer to purchase securities 
by way of agreements with fewer than 
fifteen security holders and not made 
pursuant to an offer to security 
holders generally...” 


The Obligation to make a follow-up offer 
Section 91l(1) states, 


"Where a take-over bid is effected without 
compliance with section 89 in reliance on 
the exemption in clause c of subsection 2 
of section 88, if. there is a published 
market in the class of securities acquired 
and the value of the consideration paid for 
any of the securities acquired exceeds the 
market price at the date of the relevant 
agreement plus reasonable brokerage fees or 
other commissions, the offeror shall within 
180 days after the date of the first of the 
agreements comprising the take-over bid, 
offer to purchase all of the additional 
securities of the same class owned by 
security holders, the last registered address 
of whom is in Ontario or in a uniform act 
province, at and for a consideration per 
security at least equal in value to the 
greatest consideration paid under any such 
agreements, and that offer shall be a take- 
over bid for purposes of this Part." 


Thus, where there is reliance on the exemption 
in section 88(2)(c), in order to determine whether he is 
obliged to make a follow-up offer, the offeror must examine 
the definitions of "published market” and then decide 
whether "the value of the consideration paid" exceeds the 
market price at the date of the relevant agreement plus 
reasonable brokerage fees or commissions. Section 
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88(1)(j) defines "published market", 


"as to any class of securities, means 

a stock exchange recognized by the 
Commission for purposes of this Part 

on which such securities are listed, or 
any other market on which such securities 
are traded if the prices at which they 
have been traded on that market are 
regularly published in a bona fide news- 
paper or business or financial publication 
of general and regular paid circulation." 


Section 88(1l)(e) defines “market price", 


"as to securities in which there is a 
published market, at any date, means, 


(i) except where a determination has 
been made by the Commission under 
clause b of section 99, the price 
determined in accordance with the 
regulations, by reference to the 
price of such securities as 
established by trades on the 
published market, or 


(ii) where the Commission has made a 
determination of market price 
under clause b of section 99, the 
price so determined." 


To assist in determining the market price, 


reference must be made to section 162 of the Regulations 
which states, 


"(1) In this Part, "closing price" as to a 
security in which there is a published 
market, at any date, means subject to 
subsection 2, the price per security 
at which the last trade in that security 
was effected in the published market on 
that day, exclusive of 


(a) odd lot transactions; 
(b) block transactions and other trans- 


actions effected in a manner 
recognized by the rules of the 
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published market and that differ 
from the conventional pricing 
process applicable to that market, 


but on a day in which no transactions 
other than transactions referred to in 
clauses (a) and (b) occurred, but as to 
which closing bid and ask prices were 
published, the closing price is the 
average of such bid and ask prices. 


(2) Where there is more than one published 
market for a security and one such 
published market is within Canada, the 
“closing price" for purposes of sub- 
section 1 shall be determined solely 
by reference to that market, but if 


(a) there is more than one published 
market for that security in 
Canada; or 


(b) there is no published market for 
that security in Canada 


the closing price shall be determined solely 
by reference to the published market within 
Canada, or that outside Canada, as the case 
may be, on which the greatest volume of 
trading in the particular security occurred 
during the ten business days preceding the 
date as of which the market price of that 
security is being determined. 


(3) For the purposes of this Regulation and 
Part XIX of the Act, “market price” of a 
class of securities on a particular date is 
an amount 15 per cent in excess of the simple 
average of the closing price of securities 
of that class for each day on which there 
was a closing price and falling not more than 
10 business days before the relevant date. 


(4) Notwithstanding that one or more published 
markets has existed in respect of a class of 
securities, for the purpose of determining 
market price, a published market shall be 
deemed not to exist in that class of securities 
at any particular date unless there has been 
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a closing price for securities of 
that class determined in such market 
or markets on at least one of the 

10 business days preceding that date.” 


The follow-up offer obligation arises only if al 
of the above conditions are satisfied, i.e. the transactio 
would be subject to the take-over bid rules were it not for 
the availability of the private agreement exemption, the 
offer is for a class of securities in which a published 
market exists, and the agreement is effected at a premium 
over the price in that published market as determined 
under the regulations. Where all of these conditions are 
present, an offeror who considers that the obligation to 
make a follow-up offer should not apply may wish to consid: 
applying to the Commission for an exemption. Of course, 
the bias in good commercial practice is in favour of makin 
such a follow-up offer and it is anticipated that in the 
Majority of cases, where effective control is obtained 
through the private agreement exemption, a follow-up 
offer will be made to the remaining security holders not- 
withstanding the fact that some or all of the conditions 
triggering the obligation in section 91(1) are not present 


appl scatron for Exemption where an 
Offeror does not obtain effective control 

If these factors are present then the first 
question to be asked is whether the private agreement has 
resulted or will result in an acquisition by the offeror 
of the power or authority to control the business or 
affairs of the offeree company. If the offeror believes 
that there is a real question as to such power or authorit, 
he may apply to the Commission for an order under section > 
99(a) that he is not obligated to comply with subsection | 
1 of section 91. In considering this question, an analysi 
of the relevant facts is appropriate. Substantial weight 
will be given as to whether the offeror will, as a i 
consequence of the private agreement transactions, acquire 
the practical authority to nominate a majority of the 
directors. 


/ 
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Circumstances militating against an Application 


If the offeror acquires or proposes to acquire 
effective control as a result of private agreement at a 
premium above the market price he may next consider, in 
determining whether to make an application, whether the 
take-over bid is within one of the categories which 
gave rise to the special policy concerns resulting in 
the enactment of section 91. These are:- 


(a) A sale of control where the result 
is clearly unfair or abusive to the 
remaining shareholders; 


(b) The sale of control follows a public 
distribution of equity securities 
of the same corporation (whether newly 
issued or derived from the control 
block) in which it may reasonably be 

. assumed that investors relied on 

continued involvement of the controlling 
shareholder in the corporation's affairs, 
and the sale of control occurs within, say, 
ten years after the public distribution; 
or 


(c) The offeror proposes obtaining effective 
control at a premium through purchases 
from fewer than fifteen shareholders, 
none of whom individually has effective 
control, at a premium unavailable to the 
remaining shareholders. 


If the sale of control falls within none of the 
above, the Commission anticipates that it will be 
favourably disposed to granting an exemption from the 
follow-up offer obligation unless other circumstances 
indicate that the exemption would be contrary to the 
public interest. Even if the sale does fall within 
one of the listed categories, the offeror may wish to 
consider whether any of the enumerated specific 
special circumstances set out below exist upon which 
an application for exemption could be based. 
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Guidelines 


Set out below are a number of additional 
specific situations representative of the kinds of 
circumstances in which the Commission might give 
favourable consideration to an application for an 
exemption made under section 99(e). These are as 
follows:- 


(a) where the controlling interest in a 
Canadian corporation is held outside 
Canada, and the national economic 
policy appears to favour repatriation 
of control; 


(b) it sometimes occurs that an entrepreneur 
who has organized a corporation will 
sell a non-controlling interest in that 
corporation to the public and will 
subsequently wish to transfer his 
controlling interest to employees of 
the corporation or to members of his 
family. The employees or family members 
may be prepared to pay a per share price 
in excess of the price on the public 
trading market, but may be unable to 
finance the follow-up offer contemplated 
by section 91. The consequence, if 
the follow-up offer obligation were to be 
applied, might be to discourage the 
controlling shareholder from retiring, 
or to force him to sell the shares to a 
less desirable third party. Either result 
might be undesirable. Among potential 
countervailing considerations in cases 
of this type, the Commission would 
consider whether the proposed transaction 
is attributable to any unfair pressure 
exerted by the controlling shareholder 
on the employees or family members; 
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(c) 


(a) 


(e) 
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cases may occur in which the non- 
controlling shareholders to whom a 
follow-up offer would be made recognize 
that the transfer of control will be 
for their benefit and are therefore 
prepared to waive their rights under 
section 91. Accordingly, the Commission 
anticipates that it would be prepared 
to exercise its authority under section 
99(e) on behalf of the offeror if the 
shareholders entitled to receive the 
offer required by section 91, at a 
meeting and after full disclosure, vote 
by a two-thirds majority to waive their rights 
under section 91. If some of the 
shareholders can reasonably anticipate 
receipt of benefit from the transaction 
that will not be available to the 

other shareholders (for example, 
continuing profitable business relation- 
ships with the corporation), the 
Commission may exclude the votes of 
those shareholders who are to receive 
the benefit in deciding whether a 
majority has approved waiver of the 
section 91 rights; 


where a control block of shares is 
transferred in a bona fide corporate 
reorganization and effective control 
of the block remains with the parent 
company but is held, after the re- 
organization by an affiliated 
corporation. In these circumstances 
effective ownership of the control 
block is not being disposed of to the 
detriment of minority shareholders, 
notwithstanding the transfer of the 
control block from one company to 
another within a group of controlled 
companies; 


the section 91(1) follow-up obligation 
is an obligation to offer to purchase 
all of the additional securities of the 
same class owned by security holders. 
If the "offeror" makes available to the 
other security holders the considera- 
tion required by section 91(1) by 
means that do not technically qualify 
as an offer, it may be appropriate 
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to receive relief from the section 
$9(1) obligation. The alternate 

means might be an amalgamation of 

the offeror and offeree as a result 

of which the other security holders 

of the offeree would receive a 
security of the amalgamated company 

of a value at least equal to the 
greatest consideration paid to acquire 
control of the offeree. If the 
amalgamation involves a "squeeze- 

out” it would have to satisfy other 
Commission requirments and those of 
statute and common law. Another 

means for making the consideration 
available, although perhaps a less 
compelling case for an exemption, 
might be the winding-up of the offeree 
and the distribution to the other 
security holders of cash or assets 

of the required value. Further, an 
exemption would be appropriate if the 
offeror arranges for a follow-up offer 
to be made by some other person, which 
might be the offeree corporation (i.e. 
the corporation whose control was 
acquired) itself; or 


the offeror may be required to 
purchase the control block without 
having made a voluntary decision to 

do so. For example, it is possible 
that a requlatory agency might order 
the disposition of shares pursuant to 
a buy-sell agreement which permits the 
disposing party to "put" the shares 

to another shareholder at a price in 
excess of the market. This price 
could arise pursuant to a formula, 
such as that regarding the calculation 
of book value or a multiple of some 
form of value, and the purchasing 
shareholder would not be in a position 
to select the price or determine 
whether or not he made the acquisition. 
Under these circumstances, it may be 
inappropriate that the offeror be 
required to purchase the balance of the 
shares.

Notice to remaining securit 
holders of the Application 


Since the rights of the minority shareholders 
to receive a follow-up offer will be considered in such 
applications, notice will ordinarily be required to be 
given to minority shareholders. Each application should 
indicate the manner of notice. If it is proposed not 
to give notice, the offeror should state why it should 
not be obliged to do so. As to the manner in which 
notice is to be given, the alternatives include 
direct mailing to each security holder, newspaper 
advertisements, releases to the financial press and 
wire services, and notices in the Commission's Weekly 
Summary. 
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APPLICATIONS FROM THE TORONTO STOCK EXCHANGE AND 

THE INVESTMENT DEALERS ASSOCIATION OF CANADA FOR 

RECOGNITION AS SELF-REGULATORY ORGANIZATIONS AND 

FOR EXEMPTIONS FROM THE SEGREGATION REQUIREMENT 
UNDER THE COMMODITY FUTURES ACT, 19/78 


In the Weekly Summary for July 6, the Commission referred 
to the above applications and requested comments concerning them. A 
number of helpful comments have been received and considered. The 
following summarizes the Commission's current disposition of the two 
apo lTcaci0ns. 


As to the applications for recognition of tne TSE andhine 
IDA as self-regulatory organizations, the Commission has decided that 
the applications should be granted but subject to a condition, described 
below. Formal recognition of the IDA will be delayed until appropriate 
amendments are made to its by-laws, which is expected to occur on 
September 24. Recognition of the TSE will be effective from September ] 


The condition to which these recognitions are subject is 
based on comments received from a number of prospective registrants unde! 
The Commodity Futures Act that are not members of the TSE or the [DA. 
These commentators vointed out that a firm specializing exclusively in | 
the commodity futures area does not currently qualify for membersnip in 
either of these self-regulatory organizations. Concerns were expressed 
that registrants in this position would be placed at a competitive | 
disadvantage through lack of access to a self-regulatory organization. | 
While the Commission does not agree that firms directly supervised by 
the Commission are placed at a competitive disadvantage by comparison 
with those that are members of a self-regulatory organization, the 
Commission does agree that self-regulation is a desirable part of the 
regulatory structure and that it would be regrettable for firms that 
specialize in commodity futures activities to be denied access to a selt: 
regulatory organization. For a number of reasons, it seems unlikely the. 
such firms vill develop an independent organization that could be recog-) 
nized by the Commission. The Commission has drawn these concerns to the 
attention of the TSE and the IDA and understands that those organizatior 
are considering now the concerns could be met. 


The Commission has concluded, however, that recognition shot; 
be granted at this time since the concerns referred to above may be mor 
appropriately resolved in the context of other anticipated developments 
in the commodity futures industry. The Commission understands that tm 
TSE intends to establish a market for futures contracts tn financial 
instruments in the comparatively near future. ‘hile it nas not vet Deel 
determined whether these contracts will be regulated primarily under iA) 
Commodity Futures Act, 19738 or under The Securities Act, 1978, the 
Commission Understands=thae it 4s the intentdom of tie Gob. in cities 
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event, to establisn distinct trading facilities for them. In these 
circumstances, the Commission has concluded that the appropriate time at 
which to consider the status of commodity futures registrants that are 
not members of the TSE or the IDA will be when the TSE makes the requisite 
applications to the Commission in connection with the establishment of 
this new marketplace. Accordingly, the Commission trusts that the TSE 
will address those matters in connection with these aoplications and that 
comments will concurrently be made by the IDA. 


If the TSE's plans do not mature within the next several 
‘months, the Commission will wish to consider, as a separate question, the 
Status of registrants under The Commodity Futures Act, 1978 that are not 
members of the TSE or the IDA. Accordingly, the formal recognitions of 
the TSE and the IDA as self-regulatory organizations will contain a 
condition that they are subject to review and reconsideration in March, 
1989 or at the time that the TSE establishes a market for financial futures 
contracts, whichever occurs first. 


| 
| As to the applications under section 46 of The Commodity 

Futures Act, 1978 for exemption from the reauirement to segregate customers' 
funds, the Commission has received strong representations advocating con- 
‘flictina points of view. Members of the TSE and the IDA contend that other 
aspects of the regulatory structure, including the National Contingency 
lend, provide sufficient investor protection; the addition of segregation 
procedures would, at best, provide only marginal additional protection, 

but at the expense of a degree of inconvenience to the industry that is 
incommensurate with the additional protection. BY Secontrase, Over 
commentators describe the segregation requirement as the cornerstone of 
adequate investor protection.

| The Commission requires further time to address these conflict- 
‘ing submissions. Accordinaly, a temporary exemption will be granted to 
members of the TSE and the IDA from compliance with section 46, in order 
to enable the Commission to carry out these additional considerations. 
‘This exemption will terminate on December 1, 1979, unless renewed. 


| The Commission plans to complete its further considerations 
‘and to announce the result thereof before the end of October, 1979. If 
the Commission's conclusion is that the exemption should be denied, members 
of the TSE and the IDA will have the month of November to establish approp- 
riate procedures to comply with section 46, effective Decemper 1. The 
|Commission notes that, presumably on the assumption that the exemption 
‘application would be granted, neither the TSE nor the IDA nas included in 
‘its by-laws provisions that would implement section 46. If the applic- 
lations are ultimately denied, the Commission will expect the TSE and the 


1IDA to adopt such provisions prior to December 1.

ONTARIO POLICY NO. 3-42 


RECOGNITION OF STOCK EXCHANGES 


Various provisions of The Securities Act, 1978 and the regul- 


ations thereunder make reference to stock exchanges. The forms of words 
used in these provisions differ, indicating that the Commission has the 
power to recognize different groups of stock exchanges for purposes of the 
various provisions. This Ontario policy sets out the decisions made by 

the Commission as to the exchanges to be recognized under the various 
sections. 


(1) 


Subparagraph 1(1)38.iii1, sections 19 and 20 and subsection 22(\) 


Subsection 22(1) prohibits any person or company from 
carrying on business as a stock exchange in Ontario unless such 
stock exchange is recognized in writing by the Commission. Sub- 
paragraph 1(1)38.iii (forming part of the definition of "reporting 
issuer") and sections 19 and 20 (dealing with the audits of members 
of self-regulatory organizations) refer to stock exchanges in 
Ontario recognized by the Commission. The Commission confirms that 
its recognition of The Toronto Stock Exchange under The Securities 
Act formerly in force continues under subsection 22(1) and that 
The Toronto Stock Exchange is the only stock exchange in Ontario 
recognized by the Commission for purposes of subparagraph 1(1)38.7i7 
and sections 19 and 20. 


Clauses 72(1)(b) and 88(2)(a 


Clause 72(1)(b) exempts a distribution of securities from 
the application of the prospectus requirements if the distribution 
is made "on any stock exchange recognized for the purpose of this 
section by the Commission where the securities are distributed 
through the facilities of the stock exchange pursuant to the 
rules of the stock exchange and the requirements of the Commission 


Clause 88(2)(a) exempts a takeover bid from the requirements 
of Part XIX of the Act where "it is made through the facilities 
of a stock exchange recognized by the Commission for the purpose 
of this section according to the by-laws, regulations or policies 
of the stock exchange". 


The Toronto Stock Exchange, in cooperation with the Commission, 
has developed and put into place rules governing distributions 
through the Exchange and takeover bids effected through the facilit- 
jes of the Exchange. The rules governing distributions through the 
Exchange are satisfactory to the Commission. Those governing take- 
over bids effected through the facilities of the Exchange are

satisfactory to the Commission, except that the Commission is 
concerned with the possibility that a takeover bid constituting 
an offer for control that is made pursuant to those rules may 
put at a disadvantage a subsequent competitive offeror who 
wishes to use a takeover bid circular. This is a significant 
concern, since the subsequent competitive offeror would find it 
necessary to use the circular procedure if his offer is to be 
conditional on deposit of a minimum number of shares or if the 
consideration offered is other than cash. 


In these circumstances, the Commission recognizes the 
TSE for purposes of section 72 and also recognizes the TSE for 
purposes of section 88, but the latter recognition is conditional 
on prior discussion with the Commission of any takeover bid 
that involves an offer for control, to verify that the bid is so 
structured as not to put at a disadvantage any subsequent compet- 
itive offer. The Alberta Stock Exchange, the Montreal Stock 
Exchange and the Vancouver Stock Exchange have adopted rules 
tracking the rules of The Toronto Stock Exchange as to takeover 
bids. Accordingly, the Commission would be prepared to recognize 
these three exchanges for purposes of section 88 if appropriate 
conditions can be developed after discussion with the exchanges. 
An amendment to this policy will be published if any or all of 
these exchanges are recognized after discussion between them and 
the Commission. If those exchanges wish recognition for pur- 
poses of section 72, and if any other exchanges wish recognition 
for purposes of section 88, they are invited to initiate dis- 
cussions to that end. Both in the interests of uniformity and 
in the interests of the effective operation of a national securiti) 
market, the Commission would like to be in a position to recognize 
other stock exchanges and it trusts that they will see fit to 
accept this invitation. 


Clauses 88(1)(j) and 88(3)(c 


Clause 88(1)(j), the definition of "published market" in the 
Part of the Act dealing with takeover bids, refers to "a stock 
exchange recognized by the Commission for purposes of this Part’. 
Clause 88(3)(c) provides an exemption from the requirements of tha 
Part for an issuer bid that is made "through the facilities of a 
stock exchange recognized by the Commission for the purpose of 
this Part. ..". The similarity of language between these two 
provisions indicates that the same stock exchange or stock exchang; 
must be recognized under both provisions, and the Commission 
recognizes only The Toronto Stock Exchange for purposes of these 
provisions. The TSE has submitted to the Commission for consider- 
ation draft by-laws governing issuer bids, but it is expected that 
the final version of these by-laws will not be adopted for some 
months. Accordingly, recognition of The Toronto Stock Exchange 
for this purpose is conditional on prior discussion between the 
TSE and the Commission of any issuer bid that is to be effected 
through the facilities of the TSE in reliance on clause 88(3)(c).

It should be noted that, in the view of the Commission, the 
fact that only the TSE is recognized for purposes of clause 88(1)(j) does 
not indicate that the TSE is the only stock exchange which constitutes a 
“published market". That clause also refers to “any other market on which 
such securities are traded if the prices at which they have been traded on 
that market are regularly published in a bona fide newspaper or business 
or financial publication of general and regular paid circulation". Almost 
any established stock exchange, in Canada or elsewhere, would constitute 
a published market within these words. 


section 139 of the Regulations under the Act 


Section 139(1)(b) is designed to avoid technical contravention 
of the registration requirements by Quebec-registered securities firms 
whose representatives on the floor of the Montreal Stock Exchange use 
telecommunications equipment to execute trades in exchange-traded options 
traded on The Toronto Stock Exchange. The section will also avoid a 
technical contravention when the facilities of the Montreal Stock Exchange 
are used as a "terminal" for trading through the Computer Assisted Trading 
System (CATS) of the TSE. 


Accordingly, for purposes of 139(1)(b)(i), the Commission 
recognizes the Montreal Stock Exchange. For purposes of 139(1)(b)(ii), 
the Commission recognizes: 


(a) all exchange-traded options issued by Trans Canada Options 
Inc. and traded through the facilities of The Toronto Stock 
Exchange; and 


(b) all of the listed securities designated by The Toronto Stock 
| Exchange as securities which are traded through its Computer 
Assisted Trading System, while such securities are traded 
through such Computer Assisted Trading System.

CONDITIONS OF REGISTRATION FOR BANKS REGISTERED 
AS DEALERS 


The registration of Bank as a 
securities dealer is subject to the following terms and conditions: 


(1) The Bank and its employees and others acting for it will not 

solicit the purchase or sale of securities except for solicitations that 

(i) are made to customers of the Bank in accordance with paragraphs (a) 
through (d) below, and (ii) in trades that are exempt from registration by 
reason of section 34 of the Act. For this purpose, solicitation occurs 

if the discussions with the customer that result in the trade are initiated 
by the Bank or if the Bank, its employees or agents make recommendations 
designed to influence the investment decision of the customer. | 


The following are the circumstances in which solicitations are 
permissible: 


(a) (i) Securities of the Bank or of an issuer associated with 
the Bank, such as a mutual fund, may be approved, under 
the procedure described in Schedule A, by a trading 
officer at one of the central offices of the Bank for 
sales to customers of the Bank who satisfy criteria 
specified by that central office. This clause (i) is 
intended only to facilitate the sale of securities of 
an issuer such as a mutual fund, real estate investment 
trust or mortgage fund where the Bank has arranged to 
make the securities available in order to provide its 
customers with an alternative, bank-associated investment 
opportunity on a continuing basis. "Associated" is here 
used not in the sense of the Act, but rather to denote 
a relationship involving a continuing interest and 
involvement on the part of the Bank, 


(ii) The availability of the securities referred to in (i) 
may be indicated to customers by advertisements displayed 
within premises occupied by the Bank and by material 
that is disseminated outside the Bank in a manner designed 
to be received only by persons who are already customers 
of the Bank, but not by advertisements published in the 
press, television, radio or other media for appealing 
to the general public. 


(iii) Orders for securities referred to in (i) may be accepted 
in bank branches by the persons designated in accordance 
with Schedule A, but only if it is first verified that 
the prospective investor satisfies the criteria specified 
by the central office in approving the particular

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Summary 


Lost River Mining Corporation Limited ("Lost 
River") is an Ontario corporation formed in 1970 for 
the purpose of acquiring, exploring and developing 
certain mining properties in the vicinity of Lost River, 
Alaska. Its securities are listed for trading on the 
BOLONLOM oLOCKEEXChange, (11.5.6... Jus. The securities of 
Pan Central Explorations Limited ("Pan Central"), 
another Ontario corporation which is the principal 
shareholder of Lost River (42% or the common shares), 
are also listed for trading on the T.S.E. Pan Central, 
in addition to its interest in Lost River, has additional 
property interests in Alaska. 


On November 29, 1978, at the request of each of 
the companies, the Commission issued temporary cease 
trading orders pursuant to section 144(2) of The Securities 
Act, R.S.O. 1970, c. 426 as amended (the "Act"), halting 
all trading in the securities of each of the companies 
pending clarification of the financial position of each of 
ehem. The T:.S.E., halted trading in the securities listed. 
For the reasons outlined below the companies were unable 
to make satisfactory disclosure duringthe statutory 15-day 
period from the making of the temporary orders. The 
Commission is required to convene a hearing within this 
time or allow the temporary order to lapse. However, 
under section 144(2), the Commission is permitted to extend 
the temporary order for such period as the Commission 
considers necessary where it is not provided with satis- 
factory information. Hearings were convened which were 
adjourned sine die, on consent of Lost River and Pan Central, 
and the temporary orders were extended on December 13, 1978, 
on condition that the hearings to consider lifting the 
cease trading orders would be set down by the Commission 
on two clear days" notice to it by the parties. (This 
procedure was reviewed in Re: Rodney Gold Mines Ltd. and 
Ontario Securities Commission by Mr. Justice Donnely (1972) 
Ors. CoB. 59 3 


Early in August, 1979, following a shareholders' 
meeting of Lost River held on July 31, 1979, Lost River and 
Pan Central submitted filing statements to the T.S.E. seeking 
to update and make public all of the material facts concerning 
the affairs of both companies. The 1T.S.E., after reviewing 
these statements, accepted them for filing prior to our 
hearing. The companies, on the short notice provided for, 
requested the present hearing. After reviewing the facts 
then publicly available through the filings with the T.S.E. 
and other disclosures made by the applicants and after 
considering the representations of the parties present, the 
Commission concluded that the temporary cease trading orders 
should be rescinded at the close of trading on the hearing 
date, Thursday, August 16, 1979. Despite the reservations 
expressed on its behalf at the hearing, the T.S.E. subsequently 
rescinded its halt on trading in the listed securities of both 


comapnies. The acceptance of the filing statements by the 
T.S.E., and the acknowledgement by T.S.E. representatives 
and by our own staff that all material information current 
available had been provided to investors, were keystones i 
our decision to rescind the two orders. 


Use of Cease Trading Power 


While the Commission frequently deems it in the 
public interest to issue temporary cease trading orders on 
timely basis, it recognizes the power as an extraordinary 1 
preventing, as it does, the owner of personal property fro 
dealing with the property through the ordinary mechanisms : 
that marketplace. Through a figurative stroke of the pen, 
communicated immediately through the wire services and sub 
sequently through newspapers, what is usually regarded as 
most freely marketable property, securities, is transforme 
into unmarketable property transferable only through an 
exempting order from the Commission. The Commission, ther: 
fore, views it as imperative that this marketability be 
restored so soon as it is satisfied that the material fact 
upon which to base decisions to purchase or sell particula 
securities are available to all classes of investors and 
speculators. This objective may not be so apparent to the 
outside observer who notes what must appear to the owner o 
the securities to be an inordinate delay in rescinding a 
particular order with, not infrequently, the order remaini: 
until the company's charter is cancelled for non-complianc 
with appropriate corporation law. The scope of the Commis: 
problem which resulted in a temporary cease trading order — 
which remained in place from November 29, 1978, to August | 
1979, is illustrated by the facts in the present case. 


Facts 


After its incorporation, Lost River acquired the 
Alaskan properties and proceeded with its development prog: 
The results of that program, published in a feasibility st 
indicated commercial quantities of fluorite with added val‘ 
of tin and tungsten. Financial difficulties resulted in IL: 
River making an unsuccessful proposal to its creditors in 
1978 under United States" bankruptcy law. | 


Irving Lindzon ("Lindzon"), a Toronto solicitor; 
who appears at that point to have become a moving force 
behind both Lost River and Pan Central, entered into negoté 
tions in the fall of 1978, with Stephen B. Roman ("Roman") 
and Denison Mines Limited ("Denison") with a view to arrar 
ments which would solve Lost River's financial problems. |! 
consideration for proposed financing by Roman and Denison | 
and Pan Central, Lost River would be prepared to enter a {1 
out agreement with Denison through which Denison would ear 
a majority interest in the Alaskan properties. These 
arrangements, if successfully concluded, would give a new: 
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lease on life to Lost River and, because of its substantial 
interest in Lost River, some impetus to Pan Central. 


Throughout this difficult period the securities of 
Lost River and Pan Central continued to trade through the 
1h pelo aes There were temporary halt trading orders imposed 
by the T.S.E. to permit the announcement and dissemination 
of the news of specific events. However, Lindzon felt that 
Since the Roman negotiations were proceeding in earnest, 
he should seek temporary cease trading orders until details 
could be released. This is in accordance with timely 
disclosure policies. As a result, at the companies' requests, 
the Commission issued the November 29, 1978, temporary cease 
trading orders to permit the completion of the agreements 
and disclosure of the financing and farmout agreements so 
that the marketplace might assess their implications. 


It was not until January 19, 1979, that Lost River, 
Pan Central, Roman and Denison entered into agreements 
through which, on March 30, 1979, Lost River Might receive 
$3,000,000 in consideration for convertible 12% debentures 
and would enter into a farmout agreement with Denison which 
would entitle Denison to earn up to a 70% interest in the 
Alaskan property. With the possibility of this funding in 
Sight, Lost River made a proposal in bankruptcy through the 
Supreme Court of Ontario which was approved by its creditors 
on February 22 and by the court on March 14, 1979. The 
Commission's staff and the T.S.E. had been kept advised of 
these events and, although the question had been discussed, 
no request was made to lift the temporary cease trading 
orders at that time. 


The agreements between the parties were subject to 
a number of conditions precedent. Shortly prior to March 30 
Denison elected to terminate the agreement and forfeit the 
$15,000 deposit paid on entering into the original agreement. 
They were not satisfied as to the title to the Alaskan 
property and were concerned about the status of an option 
on a lease agreement between Native Corporations and Lost 
River. 


The state of uncertainty continued, however. 
Lindzon entered new negotiations with the result that in 
April, 1979, Lost River entered a memorandum of agreement, 
which was converted into an executed agreement entered into 
On July 4, 1979, between Pan Central, Lost River and Texasgulf 
Inc. and Gulf Chemical and Metallurgical Company (collectively 
"TGC Associates"), on terms and with conditions precedent 
Similar to those in the earlier Roman-Denison agreement. 
Under this agreement, TGC Associates are to provide Lost 
River with $1,800,000 and Pan Central with $1,200,000 secured 
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by non-interest bearing Lost River debentures convertible 
into Lost River shares at fifty cents per share. These 
payments are to be made on October 1, 1979, and on the 
same date Lost River, upon the closing of the debenture 
sale, is to enter into a farmout agreement with TGC 
Associates. TGC Associates have paid deposits totalling 
$50,000 to Lost River. 


Following the signing of the agreement on July 4, 
personnel from TGC Associates immediately went to the 
Alaskan property (July 5) and, we were advised, two drills 
are in operation. With the TGC Associates agreement in 
place, Lost River called a meeting of shareholders who 
approved the transactions on July 31. The agreement provid: 
that the financing to be provided by TGC Associates and Pan 
Central on closing will be sufficient to enable Lost River 
to discharge all of its outstanding liabilities. Lost Rive: 
sought and obtained approval of the court to permit payment 
to Lost River's creditors on or before November 1, 1979. 


As noted previously, Lost River and Pan Central 
next prepared and submitted filing statements disclosing al} 
of the material facts to that time. In a letter to the 
Commission from the T.S.E. dated August 2, 1979, the T.S.E. 
after outlining its concerns about the Commission terminatil 
the cease trading orders, stated that the filing statements 
were under active consideration. By the time of the hearin, 
the filing statements had been amended to the T.S.E.'s 
Satisfaction and accepted by it. 


We were urged by the T.S.E. and by Staff Counsel, 
having regard to the parallel between the Roman-Denison 
and TGC Associates agreement, not to rescind the orders 
before October 2. The reason given included the length of 
time in which shareholders of both companies have been depr./ 
of their trading rights and the relatively short period - 
to October 1 - on which date the latest agreement will eith: 
be consummated or terminated. The risks to the speculators 
it appeared to be suggested, were too great. The applicant 
for their part, pointed to the efforts they made to present 
all the present facts and risks clearly to the public throu) 
press releases, the information circular sent to the share- 
holders of Lost River preparatory to the July 31 meeting, th 
application to the court to extend the proposal which 
culminated with the disclosure statements in the filing 
statements presented to the T.S.E. 


The Commission adhered to its first principle in | 
restoring marketability to the securities of Lost River and 
Pan Central once it was satisfied that all of the facts 
available at that time had been made public. Without 
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minimizing the speculative nature of both companies, 
including the risk that TGC Associates will withdraw from 

the agreement on or before October 1 - Lindzon indicating 
that the difficulties in meeting the conditions precedent 
were no less than in the Roman-Denison agreement - 
speculators can assess the risks and determine whether to 
assume the risk by paying the price asked by existing 
shareholders or, in the case of those shareholders, deciding 
whether to transfer the risk by selling the shares for the 
consideration being offered. "The position of Lost River and 
Pan Central", stated in the application, "at this time is 

no different from that of other companies whose stocks are 
trading even though they are parties to transactions which 
may not ultimately be consummated, and persons trading in 

the shares of Lost River and Pan Central have been made fully 
aware of the speculative nature of their investment." 


Analysis 


The concerns which gave rise to the Commission's 
views of the nature and scope of public policy in these 
matters is founded on the public perception that investors 
generally were not being given access to all material facts 
until after those first privy to those facts had taken 
advantage of them. It may be ironic that a number of the 
leading series of cases in the United States in the 1960s 
flowed from the manner in which information concerning Texas 
Gulf's Timmin's discovery was released and disseminated. 

It was with this kind of concern in mind that the T.S.E. 
adopted its "timely disclosure" policy. It was enforced 
through the T.S.E.'s power to halt trading. 


At this point in time the Commission had no power 
to enforce such a policy. However, the 1968 amendment to 
The Securities Act, 1966, granting the Commission the power 
now found in section 144 of the Act to order that trading in 
Specific securities should cease, gave support to the 
Commission's "timely disclosure" policy which is now found 
in the Uniform Act Policy 2-12. Both the T.S.E. and the 
O.S.C. policies declare that it is essential that all 
investors be placed on an equal footing so far as knowledge 
of material facts concerning the affairs of companies subject 
to the continuous disclosure requirements of the Act are 
concerned. In the decade which followed, both the Exchange 
and the Commission have used these powers to halt trading 
temporarily when the information available to the market is 
incomplete, misleading in the light of material facts not 
yet generally released, or in the absence of current 
information (such as financial information) required to be 
disclosed by corporation or securities law. Apart from the 
limited exceptions discussed below, both the T.S.E. and the 
Commission urge the disclosure and dissemination of such 
material facts as quickly as possible in order that trading 
might resume. 
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As noted previously, the thrust of these rules 
is to alleviate investor concerns that insiders, privy 
to the information, have an advantage not available to 
all investors. Where the judgment of the marketplace, 
exercised through its mechanisms, does not function 
the credibility of that market is affected and investors 
withdraw. It is the Commission's view that the public 
interest only demands that trading be halted for the 
period of time necessary to correct any imbalance of 
information. Once the information is released and 
disseminated, the order should be lifted. The public 
interest does not demand that the Commission, through the 
use of cease trading orders, attempt to ameliorate the 
risks by substituting its trading judgments for the 
public's. The professionals qualified to offer such 
opinions are the dealer community. Indeed the "know your 
client" or "Suitability" rules imposed through the by-laws 
and policies of the self-regulatory bodies and the 
conditions of registration imposed on the remaining 
dealers under the Act require the dealers to weigh the 
risk factor in advising a specific client as to the 
Suitability of a particular investment decision for the 
client. 


Thus we were unable to accept the submission that 
Lost River's past difficulties give rise to special concer: 
which militated against lifting the cease trading order unt 
after October 1. The key question to be answered is wheth:x 
full information concerning any current developments, good 
or bad, which may have a significant effect on the market 
price of the securities is disclosed and disseminated. 
Where, for instance, it is disclosed that an issuer is faci 
with substantial difficulties, but the nature and extent 
of those difficulties is not yet clear, until those latter 
facts are uncovered and disclosed the market will be unabl 
to make an informed judgement. Where the issuer has made 
a proposal in bankruptcy or has been placed in receivershi, 
Our usual practice is to make a cease trading order and to 
leave it in place until a clear statement as to financial 
condition is made at which time the order can be reconsideé 
The Commission's basic position, as in the present case, | 
is that where the condition is not clearly terminal and 
where all of the available material facts are public the 
cease trading order should be lifted. ("Materiai facts" 
are used throughout in the sense set out in Section 1(1)22 
of The Securities Act, -1978..S.0. 61978 C7147) 
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Related Matter - Dormant Companies 


Before closing, the plight of those publicly 
financed issuers which, having failed to achieve the 
objective for which they were financed and, being without 
funds or other disposable assets, are abandoned by their 
promoters, officers and directors with the result that 
they fail to meet their statutory obligations under 
corporation and securities laws to make regular disclosure 
to investors must be noted. In many Canadian jurisdictions 
this sets in train a procedure which results in the can- 
cellation of their charters or certificates of incorporation. 
Since the market is without the information required under 
the Act, after seeking to have the issuer rectify the 
Situation and affording it an opportunity to be heard, a 
cease trading order issues. 


While the Commission has sought through its Policy 
3-36 to alleviate the problem of dormant companies, where 
the company has some expectation of future life, by inviting 
an application for exemption from the statutory requirement, 
in a substantial majority of these cases an application is 
not made and no one appears on behalf of the issuer at the 
hearing. The cease trading order issues and remains in 
place until its existence is terminated by cancellation. 
There are instances where a new promoter will bring the 
disclosure up-to-date with further activity in view. In 
such cases, the cease trading order is rescinded. While 
the Commission is concerned about the draconian nature of 
these procedures, it has not devised a more appropriate 
procedure than the invitation offered through O.S.C. 
Policy -3=36.

AN ACT TO AMEND TEE SECURITIES ACT, 1978 


On October 23, the Honourable Frank Drea, Minister of 
Consumer and Commercial Relations, introduced before the Legislativ 
Assembly An Act to amend The Securities Act, 1978. This was given 
first reading as Bill 156. It is hoped that the bill will proceed 
through the other stages of the legislative process relatively 
expeditiously. 


A copy of the bill is attached. It consolidates the 
provisions of Bill 132, published in the weekly summary for June 15 
1979, with the additional proposed amendments published in the 
weekly summary for August 10, 1979. In each case, certain revision 
have been made to reflect comments received in response to the 
Commission's request for comments. In addition, Bill 156 includes 
a new provision, section 62. This will permit Cabinet to adopt 


prospectuses. The Commission hopes to publish for comments in the 
near future draft regulations that would include provisions making 


use of this new section in the context of prospectuses for mutual 
funds and for junior mining campanies.

Under the Uniform Securities Act (Ontario 
Section 71) registered advisors are required to 
disclose in a conspicuous position on every 
circular, pamphlet, advertisement, letter, 
telegram and other publication issued, published 
or sent by him a full and complete statement of 
any financial or other interest that he may have 
either directly or indirectly in any of the 
securities referred to in those publications 
or in the sale or purchase thereof including any 
commissions, financial arrangements or other 
remuneration he may expect to receive if his 
recommendation is followed. The provincial 
gecurities administrators are of the view that the 
standard of conduct outlined above ought to be 
followed by all classes of registrant when they 
recommend the purchase or sale of a security in 
which they have a material interest. 


This arises most frequently when a registrant 
endorses or recommends the acceptance of a takeover 
bid, a share exchange offer, or the purchase of an 
issue being offered through a rights offering, 
through warrants, or by way of conversion. Where 
such endorsements or recommendations are made 
orally or in writing by registrants they should 
include a clear statement of interest in the 
following circumstances: . 


(1) where the registrant acts as an agent 
for the offeror; 


(2) where the registrant will receive a 
fee for shares tendered, exchanged or 
taken up through him; 


(3) where the named officers or directors 
of the registrant are also officers 
or directors of the offeror; or

"UNDERTAKINGS" - EXTRA-PROVINCIAL COMPANIES 


NOTE: The provisions as to undertakings do not appear 
in Ontario's new Act. The category of "reporting 
issuer" is defined to include many of the extra- 
provincial corporations that had formerly filed 
undertakings. 


The Commission has directed the Director to 
refuse to issue a receipt for a prospectus until

PROSPECTUSES - ANNUAL RE-FILINGS 


In Ontario, this policy is superseded by section 61 
of the new Act. 

Section 56 of The Securities Act, 1966, 
states: 


"Where primary distribution to the public 
of the security is in progress twelve months 
from, 


(a) the date of the issuance of the 
receipt for the preliminary 
prospectus relating to such 
security; or, 


(b) the date of the last prospectus 
relating to such security filed 
under this section, 


as the case may be, a new prospectus that complies 
with this Part shall be filed with the Commission 
and a receipt therefor obtained from the Director 
within twenty days from the expiration of the 
applicable twelve-month period or, subject to such 
terms and conditions as the Commission may require, 
within such greater number of days as it may permit" 


If primary distribution is to continue more 
than twelve months from the relevant date it is 
first necessary that a new prospectus complying 
with the Act is not only submitted but a receipt 
issued for it within twenty days of the expiration 
of the applicable twelve-month period. To minimize 
the possibility of a break in primary distribution, 
the following procedure may be followed,

CONSENT OF SOLICITORS - 
DISCLOSURE OF INTEREST 


In Ontario, sections 21 and 22 of the regulations 
deal with the topic of disclosure of interest. 


The names of lawyers or legal firms frequently 
appear on the face page of prospectuses in two 
connections. Firstly, the underwriter and/or the 
company will name the lawyer upon whose advice he 
or it is relying. Secondly, the opinion of counsel 
that the securities may be purchased by insurance 
companies under The Canadian and British Insurance 
Companies Act or the Foreign Insurance Companies Act 
will be expressed. 


In the first case the Commission is of the 
opinion that the solicitor, in the language of 
subsection 1 of section 50, is not named as having 
prepared or certified any part of the prospectus 
or is not named as having prepared or certified a 
report of valuation used in or in connection with a 
prospectus. This being so the written consent of 
the solicitor and the disclosure of interest 
required by subsections 1 and 4 would not be 
required. 


In the second case, the opinion or similar 
reports are clearly prepared for the purpose of 
inclusion in the prospectus, section 50 applies 
and the consent and disclosure of interest is 
required.

APPLICATIONS UNDER SECTION 19(1)8(iii) OF THE 
SECURITIES ACT BY A COMPANY WISHING TO SELL 
ADDITIONAL SECURITIES TO ITS SECURITY HOLDERS 


In Ontario, this policy will apply to notices given 
to the Commission under section 71(1) (h) of the new 
Act. 

Under the above section of The Securities Act 
1966, a company wishing to sell additional securities 
of its own issue to holders of its securities is 
required to give notice to the Commission of its 
intention. The Commission, in turn is required 
within 10 days of receipt of the notice to notify 
the company if it objects to the sale. To assist 
the Commission in determining whether it should 
object to the sale, the Commission wishes to be 
assured that the shareholders have been supplied 
with current information concerning the affairs of 
the company. Accordingly, the notice should be 
accompanied by the following information which, 
if it has not already been provided to the 
shareholders, must accompany the offer to them; 


(1) Notice of the last annual meeting. 
(2) A copy of its last annual report. 
(3) The latest audited financial statement. 


(4) In addition to the information concerning 
the date, amount, nature and conditions 
of the proposed sale, including the 
approximate net proceeeds to be derived 
by the company on the basis of such additional 
securities being fully taken up and paid for, 
required to be provided by section 19 (1) 8 (iii) 
there should be a brief statement of the 
purposes for which the additional funds are 
required and, if a minimum amount is required 
to carry out that purpose, the directors shoul¢ 
state what in their opinion is the minimum 
amount required for that purpose. Where the 
offer is being made in another jurisdiction 
through a prospectus, a copy of the prospectus 
submitted for acceptance in that jurisdiction.

DECLARATION AS TO SHORT POSITION - LISTED AND

of The Securities Act. 


Registrants and the public are reminded of 
the provisions of section 78 of The Securities Act, 
1966, which are as follows: 


"Any person or company who places an 
order for the sale of a security through 
an agent acting for him that is 
registered for trading in securities 
and, 


(a) at the time of placing the order, 
does not own the security; or 


(b) if acting as agent, knows his 
principal does not own the security, 


shall, at the time of placing the order to 
sell, declare to his agent that he or his 
principal, as the case may be, does not own 
the security". 


The declaration by the client that he (or his 
principal) does not then own the security (a short 
sale) must be made at the time the order to sell is 
given. This requirement applies equally to unlisted 
and listed securities. Where the client has not 
declared a “short sale", failure by him to make 
delivery of the securities within the normal time 
for delivery and in the absence of any reasonable 
explanation is prima facie an indication of a 
violation by the client of section 78. Contraventions 
of provisions of the Act are an offence and punishable 
on summary conviction under section 136.

INSIDER TRADING REPORTS - LOAN AND TRUST COMPANIES 


The definition of "security" in item 1(1)40.v 
of the new Ontario Act excludes deposits with 
trust companies and banks. 


Notice is hereby given to insiders of 
Loan and Trust Companies that guaranteed deposit 
receipts or certificates of Trust Companies and 
deposit or savings accounts which are evidenced 
by a pass book, are not considered by the 
Commission to be capital securities for the 
purposes of insider trading reports.

The reference in this policy to subsection 121(3) 
of The Securities Act should be read as a reference 
to clause 79(a) of the new Ontario Act. 


Any applicant corporation applying under 
Section 173(3) of The Business Corporations Act, 
1970 (Ontario) or Section 121(3) of The Securities 
Act, 1966 (Ontario) for an order permitting sales 
or gross operating revenue results to be omitted 
from the statement of profit and loss or the 
interim financial statement, as the case may be, 
should make such application prior to the end 
of the fiscal period for which such statement is 
to be drawn up unless the said applicant can show 
substantial reasons why application was not made 
as herein provided. 


The purpose of this new policy is to ensure

TIMELY DISCLOSURE 


NOTE: In Ontario, this policy should be read in the light 
of paragraph 1(1)21 and section 74 of the new Act. 


The topic of timely disclosure of material 
information is one that is of great concern to all 
persons interested in securities, whether as 
investors, as executives or regulatory bodies. 
With the intention of providing some guidelines 
on this difficult subject the Commission, after 
discussion with The Toronto Stock Exchange, have 
prepared the following: 


It is essential that all investors be placed 
on an equal footing insofar as knowledge of the 
material facts regarding the company which has 
securities in the hands of the public. Therefore, 
immediate disclosure of all material and significant 
information through news media is encouraged. 
Unfavourable facts must be disclosed as promptly, 
fully and plainly as favourable facts. 


Disclosure should be made, of a proposal or 
proposed change when a decision accepting or 
recommending acceptance of such proposal or proposed 
change has been made, in other cases of material 
change when such change has occurred or when such 
change has been agreed upon by the relevant parties, 
notwithstanding that all the details may not have 
been documented. 


Material changes or development include: 


I. Actual or proposed changes in the control 
of the company; 


Paes Actual or proposed acquisition or disposition 
of material assets; 


ehe Proposed takeovers, mergers, consolidations, 
amalgamations or reorganizations; 


4. Any material discoveries, changes or 
developments in the company's resources, 
technology, products or contracts, which 
would materially affect the earnings of 
the company upwards or downwards;

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Each of these applications related, directly or indirectly, 
to the interpretation and application of clause 71(1) (p) of The Securities 
Act, 1978. All involved tax-shelter securities designed to provide the 
investors with benefits under the Income Tax Act. In Welland Woods, the 
securities were investments in a multiple unit residential building ("MURB") | 
project. In Surfacing and Simcom the securities were investments in motion # 
pictures. Welland Woods involved a transaction that could have been effected | 
without the filing of a prospectus in reliance on the 71(1) (p) exemption but | 
for item (iv), which limits the availability of the exemption for a promoter | 
other than a registered dealer to one use in any twelve month period. The 
Welland Woods promoter is currently engaged in another distribution in 
reliance on that exemption. 


Surfacing involved one of the many orders issued prior to ! 
September 15, 1979, pursuant to section 59 of the predecessor legislation 
in anticipation of the implementation of 71(1)(p). The order exempted the 
Surfacing distribution from the prospectus requirements on the basis of terms | 
and conditions substantially tracking the language of 71(1) (p). Those tems | 
and conditions therefore, like clause 71(1) (p), include a "25-50" test, 
meaning that there may be no more than 25 investors and 50 offerees. The 
applicants in Surfacing requested our concurrence to their view that they 
could effect sales in reliance on the exemptions in 71(1) (a), 71(1) (c) and, 
particularly, 71(1) (d), without including the offerees or purchasers under | 
those exemptions in determining compliance with the 25-50 test in 71(1) (p) 
as tracked in their order. Also, the applicants in Surfacing raised questions 
as to the interpretation of the reference in 71(1) (d) to "aggregate acgquisit- | 
jon cost . . . of not less than $97,000." As has become typical in motion | 
picture financings, a portion of each investment is to be paid in cash and 
the balance by promissory note. Certain prospective investors would qualify 
under 71(1) (d) if full face value is attributed to the promissory note, but 
not if it is valued in accordance with the interpretation set out in the 
Weekly Summary for March 30. In this aspect of the application, we were, 
in effect, asked to reconsider that interpretation. The application also 
raised other questions but these were not discussed during the hearing and. 
do not require reference here. 


In view of the importance of the question raised in the 
Surfacing application as to the interaction of 71(1) (p) with 71(1) (a), 
71(1) (c) and 71(1) (a), the Commission published notice of the application 

in the Weekly Summary on October 12 and advised the Investment Dealers" 
Association and The Toronto Stock Exchange of the application. However, 

no submissions were received other than from the applicant in Surfacing 

and the applicant in Simcom. The latter application also related to a 

film financing and involved a request that we simply exempt the financing | 
from the prospectus requirements. A cogently reasoned supporting memorandum . 
contended that the private placement pattern in the Act, while probably 
appropriate for most corporate instruments, is ill-designed for distributions) 
of this type. Accordingly, the suggestion was that we simply consider the : 
proposed distribution on its merits without being tied to the criteria in 
the statutory exemptions. However, the applicants acknowledged that they | 
could operate within the 71(1) (p) criteria if the 25-50 test was relaxed. 
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Taken together, the applications provided us with an oppor- 
unity to consider a number of troublesome questions as to the exemption 
attern as it affects tax-oriented securities. 


ECTION 20 OF THE REGULATIONS - OFFERING MEMORANDUM 


To explain the considerations influencing us in dealing with 
he issues raised by these applications, reference to section 20 of the 
egulations is desirable. That section had no equivalent in the regulations 
nder the predecessor legislation. It is designed to lessen the gap between 
ules and remedies applicable to a distribution as to which a prospectus is 
iled and those applicable when reliance is instead placed on an exemption 
rom the prospectus filing requirements. In the latter situation, it is 
ommon practice to make use of an offering memorandum containing information 
nat is similar to what would have appeared in a prospectus. But the statute 
reates no civil remedy for deficiencies in the offering memorandum equivalent 
> the elaborate remedies provided by section 126 of the Act where there is 
| deficiency in the prospectus. 


Section 20 does not require the use of an offering memorandum, 
Feeot in certain situations where a distribution is advertised through the 
dia - a technique not permissible where reliance is placed on 71(1) (p). 
Iwever, the section does state that where the distributor elects to make 
3e Of an offering memorandum (as defined) then certain civil remedies must 
hb made available on a contractual basis if the memorandum contains a 
lisrepresentation. There is no requirement as to the content of the mem- 
aundum only that a civil remedy be made available if the memorandum contains 
(misrepresentation. 


A number of questions have arisen as to the practical interpret- 
ion and application of section 20. The Commission is reviewing those 
gestions and anticipates that a revision of the regulation will be published 
dr comment in the near future. However, we do not anticipate that any 
vision recommended by the Commission will erode the principle of section 
.) in any significant respect. Accordingly, we were able to assume for 
nirposes of these applications that an investor would receive the benefit of 
(vil remedies if the offering memorandum for the securities contains a 
I.srepresentation. 


WTERACTION OF 71(1) (p) WITH 71(1) (a), 71(1) (ec) AND 71(1) (a) 


| Prior to the October 26 hearing, we reviewed written submiss- 
ims received from counsel on the Surfacing and Simcom applications. Based 
4 that review, and on our experience with the sections, we concluded that 
he proper interpretation of the Act permits reliance on 71(1) (p) in tandem 
v.th 71(1) (a), 71(1)(c) and 71(1) (a). More precisely, offerees approached 
reliance on one of those three restrictions need not be included in the 
‘-offeree restriction of 71(1) (p), and purchasers under one of those three 
«emptions need not be included in the 25-purchaser restriction of 71(1) (p). 
could find no reason in policy terms or on the language of the Act to 
eny the flexibility that will be provided by this interpretation, either 
h the context of tax-oriented securities or of other securities. 
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At the beginning of the October 26 hearing, we indicated 
this conclusion. There being no one present who wished to argue a contrary 
view, the matter was not further discussed. 


EXEMPTIONS FOR TAX-ORIENTED VEHICLES 


Our review of the material submitted in support of the three 
applications, and our experience with the exemptions, led us to another 
conclusion that was announced at the beginning of the October 26 hearing. 
This is that 71(1) (p) is not well designed as an exemption for the 
distribution of tax-oriented securities. That is not surprising, since 
the exemption was designed for a different purpose. It is a "seed capital" 
exemption, intended to permit a corporation or other business entity to 
raise funds that will enable it to initiate or expand its business. This 
explains the restriction that any one issuer may make use of the provision 
only once. 


In view of the difficulties in application of 71(1) (p) to 
tax-oriented financings, the Commission proposes to prepare and to publish 
for comment a draft of a regulation for submission to Cabinet setting out a 
separate exemption for this type of financing. Work on this draft is only 
at the preliminary stage, precluding definitive comment as to its content. 
While the provision would be modelled in certain respects on PPLGO Weta = 
number of changes from that section seem desirable. We anticipate that 
the once a year restriction in item (iv) would be omitted. Drafting 
changes would be made throughout and an affirmative requirement for an 
offering memorandum as contemplated by section 20 would be included. We 
trust that the draft will be available in the near future. 


EXERCISE OF SECTION 73 DISCRETION PENDING AVAILABILITY 
OF PROPOSED NEW EXEMPTION 


These decisions left open the question of how to deal with 
applications such as these three prior to adoption of a new exemption 
tailored to the distribution of tax-oriented securities. On the one hand, 
particularly in view of the federal policy encouraging these transactions, 
it seems desirable to provide flexibility to permit appropriate distributions | 
to be made to sophisticated or well advised investors without the cost | 
involved in a prospectus filing. On the other hand, the criteria applied 
should not be so loose that they would facilitate the sale of these complex 
securities to unsophisticated investors without a prospectus. 


In result, we made an order as to Welland Woods allowing the 
promoter to make a second use of 71(1) (p) within a twelve month period. 
This is in keeping with comments in this connection made in the March 30 
release. In Simcom and in Surfacing, we made orders under section 73 
permitting the distributions to be carried out under terms and conditions 
reflecting the restrictions of 71(1) (p) but substituting a 50-75 test for 
the 25-50 test of 71(1) (p). Also, the terms and conditions specify that 
each investor must purchase at least one unit - involving a minimum commit- 
ment of $25,000 as to Simcom and of $50,000 as to Surfacing. 
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; The Simcom and Surfacing orders were based on the particular 
facts of those transactions, including the nature of the investors, the 
ninimum amount of each investment and the quality of the offering material. 
hile we will be prepared to consider similar applications, particularly 
turing the period prior to adoption of the proposed new regulation, we 
should stress that each must be considered on its merits. Promoters should 
xt assume that this route will be available in all cases. 


Similarly, non-application of the one year restriction under 
the order in Welland Woods was based on the facts of that case. Here, also, 
re caution promoters against a general assumption as to the availability of 
yuch exemptions. 


NTERPRETATION OF 71(1) (d) 


At the request of the applicant in Surfacing, we reviewed the 
larch 30 interpretation of the $97,000 limit in 71(1) (p).

he economic reality is that the investor regards a note bearing a low 
nterest rate as a less onerous obligation than one bearing the prevailing 
ate. 


Counsel for the applicant criticized the interpretation

ere made during a period of fluctuations in prime rate. We do not agree. 
$ already mentioned, the promoter is at liberty to charge the same rate

On April 23, 1979 you requested this Commission to consider, 


and to advise you concerning, three questions relating to the status of 


Reynolds Securities (Canada) Ltd. ("Reyrolds"). A copy of your memo- 
randum tnaking the request and setting out the questions is attached as 
Appendix "A". This report represents the views of all members of the 


_ Commission other than Commissioner Morgan. His separate comments 


appear at pages 7-8. 


Early in 1978, the then parent corporation of Reynolds amal- 
gamated in the United States with Dean Witter & Co. Incorporated. This

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transaction constituted a material change in the ownership of Reynolds, 
requiring it to make application to us under section 6d(3) of the 
Securities Act then in force (substantially reproduced in subsection 
133(3) of the regulations under The Securities Act, 1978) if it wished 
to retain its status as a "grandfather" under the non-resident ownership 
restrictions. The application was made and was opposed by The Toronto 
Stock Exchange (the "TSE") and the Investment Dealers Association of 
Canada (the "IDA"). In reasons dated March 3, 1978, we denied the 
application but suggested that Reynolds make application to the Minister 
of Consumer and Conmercial Relations for adoption of a regulation contin- 
uing its grandfathered status despite the denial. That suggestion was 
followed and a series of interim regulations have been adopted the effect 
of which has been to maintain the status of Reynolds while you consider 
the application. The most recent interim regulation protects the status 
of Reynolds until October 31, 1979. 


Reasons for Recommendation that the Application be Granted 


While our detailed reasons are attached for ready reference, 
the reasons for the suggestion we made to Reynolds (at pages 7-10) are 
of sufficient importance to merit summary here. While we concluded that 
the narrow criteria of the material change regulations were not satisfied, 
we also felt that the public interest, judged in more general terms, 
would be best served by permitting Reynolds to retain its grandfather 
status. This feeling was based on the three points noted at page 7 of 
the reasons - desirability of continued foreign participation in our 
capital markets; the cormitment to research of Reynolds; and the wnlikeli- 
hood of a successful transfer to Canadian control of the entire organiz- 
ation of the applicant. The only qualification attached to our suggestion 
that orandfather status be maintained was that appropriate conditions should 
be attached to the registration to ensure that Reynolds would not have any 
unfair competitive advantage and to ensure compliance by it with its 
commitment to develop a Canadian research capability. 


If we had been asked, inmediately after the reasons were 
published, for more detailed recormendations on the maintenance of the 
grandfather status of Reynolds, we would have endeavoured to develop 
conditions of registration designed to avoid a competitive advantage and 
to ensure development by Reynolds of a Canadian research capability. 

This done, we would have recommended adoption of the requested regulation. 
Our views on this matter have not changed since March 3, 1978. However, 
the matter has been complicated by other developments: 


(a) We have in progress, at the request of your 
predecessor as Minister, a general study of the rules 
that should apply to Ontario activities of non-resident 
securities firms that lack grandfather status. The TSE 
and the IDA have recommended that a decision as to the 
status of Reynolds be delayed until after submission 
and consideration of that report, which might result in 
a delay of same months. For convenience, we refer to 
the proposed report as the "non-resident activity report". 
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(b) 


In its formal brief to you, Reynolds described a 
provosed reorganization of its capital structure whereby 
Canadian employees would acquire a substantial minority 
interest in the corporation, the board of directors would 
be Canadian and the board would have exclusive power to 
control all except certain designated aspects of the 
affairs of Reynolds. The summary of these arrangements 
that appears in the Reynolds brief on the matter is 
attached as Appendix "C". By letter of Avoust 30, 1979 
to the Chairman of the Commission, Reynolds' counsel 
indicated that the arrangements described in Appendix 
"C" would be modified by giving Canadian employees of 
Reynolds the exclusive right to designate a proportion 
of the directors approximating their proportion of the 
ownership of Reynolds' shares. 


We were pleased to see the move towards Canadianization 
of Reynolds. Unfortunately, the proposals resulted in 
lengthy discussions as to whether or not Canadians would 
"yeallv" be in control under the new arrangements. We 
recognize that they would not - and that this is not 
surprising, since the company is to bear the Dean Witter- 
Reynolds name and to have the benefit of the international 
connections of that organization. We believe that we would 
have recommended approval of the Reynolds application if the 
Canadianization proposal had not been made. That it has been 
made pleases us, but we see no reason to insist that the 
proposal be carried to the point where the international 
company would have no influence on the operations of the 
Canadian company. 


The Canadian employees' investment under the capital 
reorganization is to be effected by subscriptions for newly- 
issued shares rather than by acquisition of outstanding shares 
from the parent corporation. The application made by Reynolds 
included a request that the regulations be amended as to the 
treatment of the new equity investment to be made by Canadians. 
Under the request, not only would the permissible capital of 
Reynolds under the non-resident ownership rules have been 
increased by an amount equal to the new investment - which 
is contemplated by the existing rules - but the restraint on 
rate of growth by earings that is generally applicable to 
grandfathered firms would not have applied to the Canadian- 
contributed capital. This request was one of the matters as 
to which you requested our advice. It concerned us, for we 
anticipated that granting the request would give rise to 
significant implications with respect to other grandfathered 
firms. The Reynolds organization considered the matter 
further after we commmicated our concerns, and then advised 
you and us that tHis aspect of their request was withdrawn. 
Accordingly, we are not called upon to deal further with this 
matter. 
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In these circumstances, our view is clear. In principle, 
we continue to believe that the public interest would best be served 
by permitting Reynolds to retain its grandfathered status. The only 
issues that require further discussion are the conditions that should 
be attached to continued registration, and whether ve should recommend 
acquiescence to the IDA-TSE request that resolution of the matter be 
postponed until after campletion of the non-resident activity report. 
To these issues we now tur. 


Conditions to Attach to Continued Registration of Reynolds 


As noted above, our suggestion to Reynolds that it apply 
for an amendment to the regulations was qualified by our view that the 
application should not be granted unless Reynolds was precluded from 
having an unfair competitive advantage over Canadian-owned firms, and 
was required to satisfy its commitments as to a Canadian research 
capability. The first of these conditions arose from discussion during 
the public hearings as to the adequacy of the permissible capital 
restrictions aS a constraint on growth of a firm oriented to brokerage 
rather than underwriting activities. Brokerage, an agency business, 
might be less dependent on capital than underwriting, and might be 
better able than underwriting to draw on services of the parent corpor- 
ation. Our concerns with this possibility were accentuated by remarks 
made by a senior officer of the parent corporation, although he later 
wrote tO us indicating that we were drawing too much from a brief 
comment. . 


Other conditions are also necessary. Reynolds' registration 
is currently subject to a condition precluding the firm from the conduct 
of underwriting activities. While there are same aifficulties with the 
language of the condition currently in place, all concerned have recog- 
nized throughout this matter that the principle of the condition is to be 
retained. Further, in its brief Reynolds has recommended (see bottom 
of page 12 of extract from its brief reproduced as Appendix "C") "that 
one of the conditions of its continued registration be the successful 
completion of the Canadian equity investment program". 


In its brief to us, the TSE suggested language for three of 
the four conditions referred to above. We have reviewed these with 
representatives of Reynolds who accepted the wording of two of the three 
and agreed to a revision of the third, which deals with access to capital 
of associated firms. The revision seems satisfactory and is included in 
the draft conditions set out below. The fourth condition set out below 


any further hearing to be necessary and suggest that Reynolds' continued 
registration be subject to the following conditions: 
(1) the enterprise and undertaking of Reynolds shall be 


restricted to the provision of agency services, 
provided that Reynolds may act as a principal to 
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facilitate agency transactions according to normal 
business practice in the industry, but provided 
further that Reynolds will under no circumstances 
act as a managing underwriter or a member of the 
banking group of any underwriting carried out in 

(2) Reynolds will forthwith establish and maintain a 
research department in Ontario with an appropriate 
staff of Canadian citizens resident in Canada; 

(3) | Reynolds will make use only of its owm capital in 
the conduct of its securities business so that the 
Capital or credit of its associates or affiliates 
shall not contribute to the carrying out of 
securities transactions by Reynolds,except that 
where Reynolds effects a transaction through or 
enters into an arrangement with an affiliate, that 
affiliate may use its capital or credit in connection 
with the transaction or arrangement to the same extent 
that an unaffiliated firm would have used its capital 
or credit if Reynolds had effected the transaction 
or entered into the arrangement on an arm's length 
basis through an unaffiliated United States corres- 
pondent firm; 

(4) Reynolds shall carry out the Canadian equity invest- 
ment program and related aspects of its restructuring 
On @ basis no less favourable to its Canadian employees 
than that described by it to the Commission, and shall 
complete the program and restructuring no less 
expeditiously than proposed. 


| In its brief to us, Reynolds suggested a more elaborate set 
>£ conditions to deal with the equity programs referred to in condition 
(4). On reflection, we have concluded that these more elaborate 
concitions are unnecessary. The brief will be available to us in the 
interpretation and application of condition (4). 


In our view, the conditions set out above need not be 
ncluded in a regulation. We have authority under the Act to attach 
them to the registration of Reynolds if Cabinet adopts a regulation as 
lescribed below. 


whould the Matter be Delayed Pending Completion 
£ Non-Resident Activity RepOrtee 

The IDA-TSE suggestion that resolution of this matter be 
layed until after completion and disposition of the non-resident activity 
eport has troubled us, particularly since it is supported by Commissioner 
organ. However, we do not anticipate that anything in that report will 
ffect the conclusions set out above. The principal purpose of the report 
S to make recommendations as to the permissible range of activities in 
mtario for firms that do not enjoy grandfather status. Our principal 
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conclusion is that Reynolds should be permitted to enjoy that status. 
Accordingly, the principal question to be addressed in the non-resident 
activity report is not relevant to the principal question addressed in 
this report. 


Further, we are troubled by the potential consequences for 
Reynolds of a further delay. The material change of control which was 
the subject of the March 3, 1978 reasons attached as Appendix "B”" occurred 
early in 1978, and the period of uncertainty for Reynolds as to its Ontario 
status began even earlier. We accept the representations made by Reynolds 
that it has experienced, in consequence, serious morale problems with its 
existing staff and even more serious difficulties in the recruitment of 
new staff. In these circumstances, we would recomend continuation of 
the uncertainty only if there were serious issues as to which we were not 
satisfied. There are no such issues. 


In consequence, our suggestion is that if you and the Cabinet 
concur with our recommendations, those recommendations should be carried 
out without awaiting the non-resident activity report. 


Recommendations 


For the reasons set out above, our answer to the Questions 
upon which you have requested our advice are: 


(1) In the view of the Carmission, the registration of Reynolds 
should be indefinitely extended, but subject to 


(a) | compliance by Reynolds with all the other rules applic- 
able to registrants, including the necessity for further 
review if another material change of control occurs (it 
being implicit that the Canadianization program does not 
constitute a material change or, if it does, that the 
material change is acceptable to us); 


(b) attachment of the four conditions set out above as 
conditions to the continuing registration of Reynolds. 


This advice could be implemented through adoption by Cabinet of a regul- 
ation substantially as recommended by Reynolds, followed by the insertion 
by us of conditions to the Reynolds registration. The amending regulation 
would read: |

SEPARATE ADVICE OF COMMISSIONER MORGAN 


In my separate reasons forming part of the March 3, 1978 
decision (see page 10 of Appendix "B") I suggested that the Minister consider 
Geferring the matter until after completion of the report referred to by my 
Colleagues as the non-resident activity report. While completion of this 
report has been delayed longer than we anticipated, it continues to be my

In a series of major developments, reviewed at page 3 
of the March 3, 1978 reasons, Baker Weeks, a small, privately-owned, 
institutionally oriented international brokerage firm, has been 
converted into the Canadian affiliate of a publicly—owed firm that 
is among the largest international securities firms in the world. 
In my view, the change is so radical that the reference back to the 
old Baker Weeks firm as a qualification for continued grandfather 
status lacks any credibility. In the March 3, 1978 reasons my 
colleagues agreed that the most recent change of ownership does not 
satisfy the test in the regulations for retention of grandfather 
status. 


My hope is that the recommendations in the non-resident 
activity report will provide a meaningful arrangement to pemit non- 
resident firms that do not enjoy grandfather status to enter the 
Ontario market in order to provide services that they are well 
qualified to provide, but without detracting from Canadian control 
in the markets for Canadian securities. If this hope proves justified, 
I see no reason why Reynolds should not be treated like other non- 
resident firms in the application of the new rules. Certainly I feel 
there should at least be an opportunity to reconsider the status of 
Reynolds in the context of these rules.

Reynolds. Subsequently, the regulation was amended to permit the 
Commission to maintain the registration of Reynolds until June 
30, 1979. , 


I have received from Reynolds a request that this regulation be 
further amended in order to permit the registration to be 
Maintained indefinitely.

Holding Period Under Representations of Investment 
Intent - Policy 3-33 


Ontario Securities Commission Policy 3-33 outlines the 
Commission's interpretation of the significance of a representation of 
investment intent given in connection with the private placement of 
securities. Continuing confusion as to this concept is one of the 
reasons why it will be replaced with more precise statutory rules under 
The Securities Act, 1978 on March 15, 1981. However, the investment 
intent concept remains an important part of our Jaw until that date. 
It is essential that representations of investment intent be treated as 
significant: and be complied with, for otherwise securities could be 
conveniently leaked into the public markets without a prospectus. 


This topic has arisen for consideration in consequence of 
two recent developments. One was commented on in the Weekly Summary 
for October 12, 1979. The other is the resale of 70,000 shares of Strand 
0i1 & Gas Limited within six weeks after their purchase on a private place- 
ment basis. The resales were made into the public markets and were duly 
reported to the Commission; see the July 20, 1979 Weekly Summary. Two of 
the private placement investors effected the sales. One is a non-resident 
and is not dealt with in this release although the Commission stresses 
that the restrictions apply equally to non-residents. 


The other investor who resold within six weeks was HCI 
Holdings Limited. The investment by HCI and its resale were effected 
through Walwyn Stodgell Cochran Murray Limited, and the Commission has 
concluded that greater efforts could have been made by the representatives 
of that firm to stress the significance of the investment intent represent- 
ations. Representatives of HCI contended that the resale was justified 
because the price of Strand had significantly increased, and because the 
proceeds of sale were used to finance a participation by HCI ina well in 
which Strand also had a participation. The Commission does not consider 
this an adequate explanation, and feels that both HCI and Walwyn Stodgel| 
are at fault for failure to accord sufficient weight to the investment 
intent representation. A draft of this notice has been reviewed with each 
firm, and both have consented to the publication without requiring a 
hearing. 


In view of the additional warning provided by this notice, 
any future incidents of this type may be expected to result in more serious 
action by the Commission. 


In the course of discussion of this and related matters, the 
Commission has reviewed Policy 3-33. A separate statement deals with the 
results of that review.

Holding Periods Under Representations

Ontario Policy 3-33 sets out the Commission's interpretation 
of the "investment intent" requirement that forms part of the private place- 
ment rules. On March 15, 1981, this requirement will disappear from the Act 
as to securities of reporting issuers, but it remains an important part of 
the law until that date. After that date, resales of privately placed 
securities of reporting issuers into the public markets will ordinarily be 
permitted upon compliance with the provisions of subsection 71(4) of The 
Securities Act, 1978. The most important of. these is that the securities 
have been held for the periods prescribed in that subsection. 


In view of this demonstrated intent of the Legislature, the 
Commission has concluded that an appropriate revision of Policy 3-33 should 
be made to be operative until March 15, 1981. This revision, adding a new 
paragraph to the policy to incorporate the holding periods set out in 71(4), 
is reflected in the amendment to the policy attached.

A majority of the members of the Commission 
ave concluded that the application of segregation requirements to firms 
nat conduct a securities business (as to which no such requirements should 
ply) in addition to a commodity futures business would involve difficulties 
id costs out of proportion to any benefits that would result. Further, the 
tudy of the segregation proposal has led to certain suggestions as to 
2visions for the net free capital requirements, which suggestions are 
irrently under discussion and will be published for comment. 

Accordingly, the exemption from the segregation requirements 
Yr the integrated firms is continued indefinitely, subject to the right of 
ne Commission to review the exemption at a later date if it concludes in 
ie light of experience that the exemption should be modified or removed. 
ome members of the Commission dissent from this conclusion, regarding the 
2gregation as a key part of the regulatory structure that ought not to be 
hived without the benefit of experience. More detailed reasons for the 
acision, including reasons of the Commissioners who dissent, will be 
ublished tn January.

RE: MOTION PICTURE "TAX SHELTER" 
OFFERINGS - LEVERAGE 


On November 29, 1979, pursuant to section 60 (4) 
of The Securities Act, 1978, the Commission was asked 
by the Director to consider a material question which 
he believed to be in the public interest relating to a 
preliminary prospectus through which it is proposed to 
offer film units in a feature length motion picture, 
"Your Ticket Is No Longer Valid”. A sum of money is 
to be advanced to the project by a distributor of the 
film who will be entitled to repayment of its advance 
out of distribution receipts in priority to the 
investors recouping their initial investment. These 
arrangements had been negotiated on the basis of a 
single precedent, a motion picture prospectus accepted 
for filing by the Commission in October 1978. The 
question posed was whether it was contrary to the 
public interest to permit this kind of leverage in 
motion picture financings. 


On the facts in this case, the Commission advised 
the Director that, subject to a clearer explanation in 
the "Risk Factor" section of the prospectus which was 
volunteered during the course of the hearing, it did 
not view the questioned arrangements as grounds for 
refusing this prospectus. However, it was sensitive 
to the question raised by the Director and the concerns 
acceded to in part by the consultant called on behalf 
of the film promoters. The Commission wishes notice 
taken that the acceptance of this prospectus for filing 
should not be viewed as establishing a precedent. 


At the last meeting of the Canadian Securities 
Administrators, it was agreed that a policy should be 
developed for motion picture tax shelter offerings. A 
draft policy is presently under discussion between 
interested provinces. It is anticipated that it 
will be published for comment shortly.

SECURITIES AMENDMENT ACT 


Hon Mr. Drea: Mr. Speaker, I have a few 
rema-ks on the second reading of this bill. 

As I said before, the bill deals with a num- 
ber of points, mostly of a fine-tuning nature 
to resolve minor questions in the interpreta- 
tion of the Securities Act adopted in June 
1978. 

As members know, since that time the 
commission and staff have engaged in exten- 
sive discussion with members of the finan- 
cial industry. Also, they have gained prac- 
tical experience with the application the 
new act since it was proclaimed on Sep- 
tember 15, 1979. 

All of the amendments, except the new 
section 62, have been exposed at length for 
public comment and have been revised to 
teflect comments received. I will not at- 
tempt to deal with them in detail except to 
say they will further improve an already 
good statute. 

I understand the changes have been re- 
viewed with the securities commissions in 
other provinces, and are expected to be 
included in the uniform legislation which 
most of the provinces now have under ac- 
tive consideration. 

One change merits particular attention, the 
new section 62 to permit the short form and 
summary prospectuses. This section is the 
only one that has not been exposed generally 
for public comment but its objective is obvi- 
ously desirable. 

When this bill is adopted, the Ontario 
Securities Commission will publish for com- 
ments a draft regulation which, among other 
things, will permit a short form prospectus 
for junior mining issues. 

As I am sure members know, many junior 
mining companies have expressed concern 
with the cost in delays now involved in 


filing a prospectus with the OSC. I expect a 
short form prospectus will go a long way to 
meet these concerns. The draft regulations 
will also provide for a summary prospectus 
to be used by mutual funds. I have asked the 
commission to report to me on its experi- 
ence with junior mining and mutual fund 
prospectuses under these new regulations in 
order that we may consider making s‘milar 
provisions as to prospectuses for other types 
of issue. If this experiment is successful it 
will do much to reduce the burden of the 
prospectus filing procedure while maintain- 
ing investor protection. 

As I mentioned when I introduced this 
bill for first reading, the fine-tuning provi- 
sions that it contains include revisions of the 
takeover bid mules to reflect experience 
gained in the competitive takeover bids of 
last winter. 

Since I introduced the bill a number of 
technical concerns have been raised as to 
one provision. Rather than revise it hastily, 
I propose to withdraw it in order to allow 
ample time for consultation pror to its re- 
introduction in the spring. Accordingly. I 
will be moving in committee that section 


14(1) of the bill be deleted.

if The Securities Act, 1978 for permission to sell, without a prospectus, 
ecurities derived from a control block. In each case, the securities involved

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are shares that are listed on The Toronto Stock Exchange and, in each 

case, the TSE has provided us with a letter supporting the application 
subject to specified conditions, including the "four week moving average" | 
test discussed later in these reasons and certain reporting requirements. 
With the consent of all counsel involved, the applications were heard 
concurrently since they present related questions of principle. 


In a number of cases prior to September 15, 1979 (the 
effective date of The Securities Act, 1978) we exercised our authority 
under section 59 of the former Act to permit the sale of securities in 
circumstances that would have qualified for an exemption under the new Act. 
if the new Act had been in force. The orders we issued contains terms and 
conditions that corresponded with the relevant provisions of the new Act. | 
In this way, we accelerated the implementation of policy decisions that ha 
been made by the Legislature and we also obtained an opportunity to assess 
the practical significance of those decisions. 


Implementation of certain provisions of the new Act is delay: 
by section 143 of that Act until March 15, 1981. These provisions set out 
circumstances in which securities may be resold without a prospectus. The 
include subsection 71(7), relating to the sale of securities derived from 
control block. That section will permit the sale of control block securit: 
into the public markets if the issuer is a non-defaulting reporting issuer 
that has been a reporting issuer for 18 months. The only requirements are 
that certain notices and certificates be filed with the Commission and wit 
any recognized stock exchange upon which the securities are listed, and thi 
the sale not be accompanied by market grooming activities or by any unusua 
commission payment. | 

In these applications, we were asked to anticipate the effec 
date of section 71(7), as we anticipated the effective date of other provi’ 
before September 15, by exercising our authority under section 73 to permi 
the sale of securities under conditions equivalent to those contained in 
71(7). Counsel on certain of the applications supplemented this submissic 
with the contention that we should grant the requested order even apart fri 
considerations relating to 71(7), alluding to our prior practice in applic 
ations under section 59 as to the sale of securities derived from a contr¢ 
block. 


Submissions of Commission Staff 


Mr. Creet, staff counsel on each of the applications, raise 
some fundamental concerns. He contended that the decision to delay implet? 
ation of 71(7) for 18 months was made in order to ensure availability of i! 
adequate data base as to reporting issuers before the more flexible resal 
privileges of 71(7) become available. This data base would result, he sa! 
from compliance by reporting issuers with the more elaborate reporting re 
ments of the new Act. Accordingly, even if the Commission fully concurs/ 
the principles of 71(7), we should decline to grant the applications beca; 
the requisite period for the creation of the data base has not elapsed. 1 
only exception would be for any of the applications that we would have gr) 
under our practices prior to September 15, 1979. 
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But Mr. Creet's concerns were more far-reaching. He contended 
that 71(7) goes unacceptably far in policy terms. Even as it applies to 
listed securities, the constraints on market grooming and unusual commissions 
ire insufficient to prevent the market from being flooded by control block 
securities. In practice, he said, this will expand the size of the "float" 
0 the detriment of informed investment decisions and will open the door to 
vanipulative activities. Investors will be unable to make reliable project- 
ons as to the amount of control block stock likely to enter the market and 
fill therefore find it necessary to assume that all of the outstanding stock 
‘ould become available on short notice. He added that the market grooming 
nd unusual commission constraints are so imprecise that they will create 
ignificant uncertainty until resolved by case-by-case decisionmaking. The 
umulative impact of these problems will, he submitted, have a far-reaching 
mpact on investment decisions and will detract from the quality of the 
arketplace for securities held by non-controlling investors. 


| All of the applications before us related to TSE-listed 
ecurities, but Mr. Creet pointed out that 71(7) is not limited to such 
ecurities although, he said, the policy considerations that underlie 71(7) 
eem primarily related to the listed market situation. Use of the section 
or unlisted securities might occasion even more far-reaching problems and 
ight be inconsistent with the principles of other exemptions in the Act. 
f 71(7) permits sales of control block securities in off-exchange trans- 
ctions, the detailed exemptive provisions elsewhere in section 71 become 
oY irrelevant to these securities. 

| To emphasize his concerns with the specific applications, 
taff counsel provided us with a number of helpful data as to the facts of 
nose applications. These data included the following table, advanced by 
r. Creet in support of his concern as to the market's ability to absorb 
ne securities dealt with by the applications:

Submissions of Counsel for the Applicants 


Counsel on at least two of the applications - those relating 
to shares of Czar Resources Limited and to Norbaska Mines Limited - contended 
that the Commission would have granted the applications even under the : 
policies we followed prior to legislative adoption of 71(7). Indeed, counsel | 
on the Norbaska application pointed out that his application was for an order | 
that would be virtually identical with one previously granted on an ad hoc 
basis by the Commission on the same set of facts. We did not find it necessar 
to consider separately these representations of counsel, since their applic- 
ations were ultimately granted based on 71(7). However, we anticipate that 
in an appropriate case (for example, one satisfying the criteria in policy 
statement 3-18) we would be prepared to grant a section 73 order for the sale | 
of control block securities without requiring compliance with all of the 
conditions of 71(7). | 





Before considering the details of the application, we asked 
each counsel. for his comments on the concerns raised by Mr. Creet. All 
disagreed with his submission that we should decline to grant exemptions that 
anticipate 71(7), because of an assumed legislative direction that an 18-month 
data base under the requirements of the new Act should first be accumulated. 
They pointed out that each of the issuers concerned has been subject to the 
disclosure requirements of the Commission for 18 months or more, that none is 
in default and that each has a market following. As to Mr. Creet's more 
fundamental concerns with the policy reflected in 71(7), all counsel agreed 
that the section may be too wide but, not surprisingly, each felt that the | 
approach taken in the section was appropriate to the particular facts of his | 
application. The most frequent criticism of the section was its application 
to unlisted securities. 


We also heard general comments from Mr. Jackson, TSE counsel, 
to whom our thanks are due for his appearance on short notice to assist us 
with this matter. He made no comment on any specific application, but he 
did say that the TSE feels its surveillance of the marketing of control block 
securities to be effective. The policy is that the volume of control block |; 
sales in any week may not exceed the average of sales volume in the preceding « 
four weeks. Messrs. Creet and Jackson engaged in a brief exchange as to. the 
adequacy of this policy, with specific reference to Mr. Creet's comment that - 
the permissible volume of sales in weeks after the first may be inflated by 
the control block sales themselves. Mr. Creet suggested a more restrictive 
test, which Mr. Jackson agreed to discuss with him and with officials of the | 
TSES 


Commission Consideration 


We reviewed in detail with Mr. Creet and counsel for the 
applicants the facts of the applications that most seriously concerned Mr. 
Creet. After the review, we granted all of the applications, on terms and 
conditions conforming with the requirements of 71(7), supplemented by 
conditions obligating the applicants to consult with officials of the SE 
and to provide the TSE with any information it might request as to the 
distribution of the control block securities. In the case of the applic- 
ation relating to Rayrock Resources Limited, we also conditioned the order 
by requiring the applicant to provide our staff with a letter of assurance 
from a registered dealer stating, in effect, that the sales could reasonably | 
be expected to be carried out successfully without a material adverse impact 
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on the market and without market grooming or payment of an unusual commission. 
In granting the applications, we were influenced by an undertaking from Mr. 
Jackson that the TSE will review the adequacy of the four-week moving average 
rule in the context of these distributions, will discuss with Mr. Creet the 
concerns he raises, and will report to the Commission on its conclusions. 


That we granted these applications does not mean we reject 
Mr. Creet's submissions. We have serious reservations as to his explanation 
of the reasons for the 18-month delay prior to implementation of 71(7), but we 
are troubled by his comments as to the principle of the new exemption. 
Interestingly, these comments illustrate what we consider to have been an 
even more important reason for the 18-month delay than that described by Mr. 
Creet. Sections 71(4), (5), (6) and (7) are important new provisions that 
have not received a testing under fire. Ultimately, they will contribute 
much to the precision and flexibility of the law. But they need more analysis 
and experience to ascertain their adequacy. This is one of the major reasons 
for the 18-month delay. If experience indicates that some adjustment is 
needed in the scope of the sections, it can be made by legislation or regul- 
‘ation before the end of the 18-month period. 


| We intend to maintain a close review of 71(7), particularly 
‘through practical experience with applications such as those here discussed. 
One area of concern is indicated above - the adequacy of TSE rules and 
‘procedures to monitor control block distributions. Another is whether there 
'should be any volume restriction included in the subsection itself. The 
availability of the exemption for unlisted securities troubles us, since we 
/see merit to Mr. Creet's comments that the principles of the exemption 
‘logically relate to listed securities. The limitations in 71(7)(c) on market 
‘grooming activities and on the payment of unusual commissions may lack 
adequate precision and may require definition. Abuses might arise, for 
example by the use of (7) as a technique to enable reporting issuers to 
‘effect "back-door" underwritings without a prospectus. All of these matters, 
and any other questions that arise as to the use of 71(7) require analysis 
‘prior to March 15, 1981. 


This being said, we hasten to add that we feel the new 

‘exemption is desirable in principle and a necessary part of the new regulatory 
pattern. Under the new Act, reporting issuers are subject to extensive 
disclosure requirements. These significantly reduce the need for a prospectus. 
Control block holders have long been denied meaningful liquidity, in the 
‘interests of logically complete application of the prospectus requirements. 

It should be feasible, in a regime of full disclosure, to provide control 

block holders with greater liquidity on a basis consistent with maintenance 

of orderly markets and fair treatment of investors. In our view, TVA7) as 

‘a long step in that direction although some fine tuning may still be necessary.

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REPORT TO THE MINISTER OF CONSUMER AND COMMERCTAL 
RELATIONS ON THE APPLICATION OF ONTARIO SECURITIES 
LEGISLATION TO NON-RESIDENT SECURITIES FIRMS NOT 
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PURPOSE OF THE STUDY 


Early in 1978, the then Minister of Consumer and Commercial 

Relations requested this Commission to review the rules governing the 
Ontario activities of non-resident controlled securities firms not 
currently registered in Ontario. The request did not involve a 
reconsideration of the tenet that control of the Canadian securities 
industry should remain in the hands of Canadians. Rather, we were 
requested to determine whether, in the light of experience gained 
since the adoption of the rules and in light of other aspects of our 
current situation, modifications of the current regulations are 
either necessary or desirable. 

On July 13, 1971,The Honourable William G. Davis, the 
Premier of Ontario, announced a government decision to restrict the 
entry into the Ontario investment commmity of non-Canadian residents 
(1971 OSCB 83-84). An interim holding regulation was passed. In 1974, 
the regulation was revised to its present form which reflects the 
conclusions of the April, 1972 Report of the Security Industry Owner- 
ship Committee of the Ontario Securities Commission, a study that the 
Premier requested. The interim regulations responded to the concerns 
expressed in the industry's May, 1970 Report of the Committee to Study 
the Requirements and Sources of Capital and the Implications of Non- 
Resident Capital for the Canadian Securities Industry (the Moore Report) 
and the July, 1971 position paper of the Joint Industry Committee 
established to review the Moore Report. A number of the non-resident 
firms that qualified for "grandfather" treatment under these regulations 
have since left Ontario. Further, substantive questions have arisen as 
to the extent to which non-registered non-resident owned dealers should 
be permitted to continue to operate in Ontario through exemptions fram 
registration. These developments clearly indicate the need for the 


present review. 


The reader who is unfamiliar with the background of 
this report or with the details of the regulations currently in place 
is advised to read the July 28, 1978 discussion paper attached as 
Appendix "B" before reading this report. The description contained in 
that Appendix is not repeated here. 
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COMMENTS ON NON-RESIDENT OWNERSHTP RESTRICTIONS AND 
THE STRUCTURE OF THE SECURITIES INDUSTRY IN ONTARIO 


Tt seems clear to us that the rules currently restricting 
the activities of non-resident securities firms are unsatisfactory. 
Those not in writing are at least as important as those formally 
reflected in regulations. The unwritten rules have never been 
clearly articulated; their enforcement is dependent on industry 
awareness of an attitude of this Commission and of the Government of 
Ontario. The written rules were not designed with activities of non- 
resident firms in mind, and are imprecise and unsatisfactory in their 
application for that purpose. All of these considerations led us to 
undertake this report willingly, in the hope that we could reconmend 
a rational regulatory pattern that would end the unsatisfactory 
characteristics of the existing situation. 


Yet as our work progressed we began to question whether 
it should have been initiated. It became apparent to us that the 
existing written and unwritten rules, unsatisfactory as they may be, 
have resulted in a delicate balance which, while fully acceptable 
neither to the resident nor the non-resident firms, have proven workable 
for each. The written rules provide broad restrictions on activities of 
non-resident firms, and the unwritten rules prevent those firms from 
taking full advantage of the rights theoretically available to them 
under the written rules. The Canadian industry has expressed to us in 
the most forceful possible terms its belief that this attitude will 
change after the adoption of a complete regulatory code based on the 
recommendations we make. Encouraged by the fact that they have a 
complete code and need no longer be concerned with supplementary 
restrictions flowing from the attitude of the Commission and the 
Government, non-resident firms will then, according to the Canadian 
industry, move to invade every aspect of the Ontario securities 
markets that is open to them under the code. 


At a late stage in our work, but before this belief of 
the Canadian industry had been expressed to us, we provided represent- 
= 422. = 





atives of the Canadian industry and of certain firms in the United States 
(which were the only non-resident firms that displayed any interest in our 
work on this topic) with copies of a draft set of recommendations. Recip- 
ients of this draft in the Canadian industry quickly concluded, to their 
horror, that we had decided there is insufficient competition within the 
industry and a wider role for non-resident firms is needed as a corrective. 
This conclusion was unjustified; we had reached no such decision. Amplif- 
ication of the philosophy motivating the draft recommendations and of the 
reasons for the Canadian industry's assessment of them well illustrates 
the difficulties we have encountered in the fommlation of our final 
recommendations. That amplification is best put in context by some brief 
remarks concerning the structure and regulatory milieu of the securities 
industry in Canada, amd particularly in Ontario, as we perceive it. 


The securities industry exists to bring together suppliers 
and users of capital through an intermediation function but securities 
firms do this on a service basis and not as financial intermediaries like 
banks, trust companies and life insurance companies. Any knowledgeable 
participant in the financial markets may from time to time see oppor- 
tunities to bring together a supplier with a user of capital, to his ow 
potential advantage. There is no arcane element of such transactions 
that automatically limits them to investment dealers. Further, barriers 
to involvement in the securities industry are low, except to the extent 
they are heightened by regulation. In the absence of regulation, little 
capital and knowledge would be required to enter the industry, although 
the potential for failure might be high. The securities industry is 
therefore inherently highly competitive. But securities firms are regul- 
ated, and it is trite wisdom that regulation can erode competition. 


| The registration requirements under The Securities Act would 
not apply to a firm that deals exclusively with exempt institutions (govern- 

-Ments, banks, trust companies, loan corporations, life insurance companies) 

or in exempt securities (debt securities issued by exempt institutions being _ 

| the principal ones). A firm concentrating exclusively in one or both of 


| these areas may carry on business without registration and without being 
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subject to the bulk of the OSC's rules. The theory is, presumably, that 
these areas involve transactions in which the parties to the trade, or the 
securities being traded, are such as to make unnecessary the regulatory 
protections. Firms that wish to engage in other securities transactions 
ordinarily must register, and comply with capital, education and other 
requirements designed to ensure their business is carried on in a manner 
consistent with investor protection. The vast majority of firms are 
registered, both because this gives them greater credibility in the conduct 
even of exempt activities and because limitation of their business to these 
activities would be an unacceptable constraint. But the letter of the 
present rules would permit a non-resident controlled firm to carry on 
business in Ontario, if it restricts its operations to these exempt 
activities. 


All registered securities firms carry on exempt activities 
in addition to their non-exempt activities. To many of them, the 
exempt activities are more important than the non-exempt, and all these 
activities are considered by the securities industry to be within its 
purview. Understandably, these firms, complying with an elaborate 
regulatory structure, are concerned when unregistered organizations 
participate actively in exempt activities in reliance on the statutory 
exemptions. For example, these concerns are currently being reflected 
in a debate as to the regulations that should apply to the limited 
participation in securities-related activities that is to be permitted 
for chartered banks under federal banking legislation. In that debate, 
the Canadian securities industry advocates a simply-stated and internally 
consistent position: in all aspects of their securities-related activities, 
including the exempt activities, banks should be subject to the full 
panoply of rules applicable to registrants under securities legislation. 
The industry's position in the debate preceding the present report is, 
equally, simply-stated and internally consistent. In each debate, the 
key question is the same: accepting the legitimacy of the concerns 
expressed by the industry, do they justify regulatory protection to the 
extent requested by the industry? 
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To the Canadian industry, the answer to this question is 
apparent. This Commission - and, more important, the Government of 
Ontario, as indicated by the instructions to us that led to the study - 
shares with the Canadian industry the tenet that control of the 
Canadian securities industry should remain in the hands of Canadians. 
From this tenet, the Canadian industry deduces that the role of non- 
resident firms (other than those "grandfathered" when the present rules 
were adopted in 1971) should be limited to the sale of foreign 
securities to Canadians and of Canadian securities to foreigners; 
and the industry has serious reservations as to whether non-resident 
firms should be permitted to open offices in Ontario even to carry on 
those limited activities. 


The conflicting positions that emerge from these conments 
have caused us much concern. On the one hand, the Canadian industry 
advocates the position summarized above; on the other hand, represent- 
atives of non-resident firms contend that nothing has been demon- 
strated that supports such rigorous barriers to entry as those advocated 
by the Canadian industry. Reconciliation of these positions is so 
difficult that we have seriously considered recommending that the study 
be abandoned and the status quo be maintained. But the status quo, 
with its reliance on unwritten rules to deal with important matters, is 
clearly unsatisfactory, Even if it were acceptable, the current study 
has crystallized the issues to such an extent as to make it unlikely 
that the status quo can be maintained. 


In these circumstances, we have considered two alternative 
approaches. The first is to formmlate recommendations designed to allow 
non-resident firms a limited entry into the market for Canadian securities 
in Ontario, but subject to restrictions designed to ensure that this 
entry does not translate into dominance. This approach was taken in the 
draft recommendations referred to above that caused so much concem to 
the Canadian industry. The alternative approach is to recommend implement- 
ation of the more restrictive proposals advanced by the Canadian industry. 
To demonstrate our difficulty in selecting between these alternatives, 
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we summarize in the following section the arguments in favour of each, 
before setting out the details of the conclusions we have reached. 


CONSIDERATIONS SUPPORTING ALTERNATIVE APPROACHES 


(i) Considerations Supporting Rules Allowing Limited 
Non-Resident Participation in the Markets for 
Canadian Securities in Ontario 


This approach would accept the tenet that control of the 
Canadian securities industry must remain in Canadian hands. But the 
approach would also be affected by a countervailing concern, with the 
possibility that exclusive concentration on this tenet might result in 
an unduly rigorous and unbalanced set of restrictions unless same 
weight is given to other factors. This was recognized in the 1972 
Report of this Commission, referred to above, which stated: 


7.08 Our objective is to be as fair as is possible to 
existing non-resident controlled firms. We must be zealous 
to ensure that there is vital and innovative competition in 
the securities industry. To this end we do not believe it 
to be in the public interest to provide Ontario firms with 
protection from the innovative and efficient practices 
suggested for the existing controlled firms. We are 
concerned, however, that the marketplace should not be 
dominated by foreign controlled firms. We wish to encourage 
and strengthen Canadian firms by permitting them to seek 
outside capital. In being fair to the existing non-resident 
firms, we wish to permit them to grow on a rational basis 
while at the same time guarding against their obtaining a 
position of undue dominance. 


The most important of the other factors that merit consider- 
ation in assessing the scope of protections required by the Canadian 
industry are that Canada is a participant in the international financial 
markets and that access to the expertise of securities firms in other 
countries is clearly beneficial to Canadians who are carrying on inter- 
national transactions. A tension exists between the need for Canadian 
control and the need for international participation. Further, as the 
above quotation indicates, the Canadian industry will best serve Canadian 


investors only if it is actively competitive; regulatory shelter from the 
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forces of international competition might, if too rigorously enforced, 
blunt the competitive edge of firms within Canada. 


These considerations of principle that may be advanced 
in support of rules permitting limited non-resident entry into the 
markets for Canadian securities derive some support from the 
experience under existing restrictions, which would permit substantial 
non-resident entry into those markets through transactions with 
institutional investors. Data are scant - a deficiency returned to 
below - but the impression communicated by industry participants 
is that, with two exceptions, it is comparatively unusual for non- 
resident firms to effect Ontario transactions in Canadian securities 
in reliance on the exemptions currently available. The first exception 
is that investors in Ontario sometimes turn to non-resident firms to 
carry out transactions in inter-listed equities, by which temm we mean 
an equity security of a Canadian issuer that is listed on a non- 
Canadian stock exchange as well as on a Canadian stock exchange. 
Exact data as to the prevalence of such transactions are unavailable, 
but their potential significance is indicated by the fact that, 
according to a submission made to us by the Canadian industry, trans- 
actions in these securities represent over 25% of the total dollar value 
of agency trading by the Canadian industry and account for 21% of 
commission revenues of Canadian firms and for 38% of total dollar volume 
of TSE trading. Yet nearly 50% of North American transactions in these 


securities are on stock exchanges in the United States (including NASDAQ). 


The second exception is that non-resident firms that are 
denied registration in Ontario but have obtained registration in other 
provinces have participated as managing underwriters in distributions 
of securities being effected through prospectuses filed nationally. 
This Commission has accepted the prospectuses in such cases on the basis 
of an undertaking that the non-resident firms would not participate 
in sales within Ontario. This type of non-resident firm involvement 
has not occurred with sufficient frequency to constitute a serious 
threat to the Canadian industry, but it involves questions of principle 


to which we retum below. 
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As noted above, the Canadian industry told us that any aspect 
of industry operations left open to non-resident firms under the new rules 
will be invaded by non-resident firms which will ultimately assume dominance. 
The limited use made by non-resident firms of the legal rights they currently 
have to trade in Canadian securities within Ontario in reliance on the 
exemptions might be said to detract from the force of this prediction. An 
indication that at least limited entry could be tolerated is provided by 
other data. When the regulation prohibiting registration of non-resident 
firms was adopted, "grandfather" treatment was provided for the then-registered 
non-resident firms, subject to restrictions on the rate of increase in their 
capital. Appendix "C" provides information as to those "grandfathered" firms. 
It will be noted that of 8 TSE members that enjoyed this status in 1971, only 
4 now continue, the remainder having disappeared by merger or simply having 
left the province. In 1971, the 8 grandfathered TSE firms represented some 
12% of the capital of all TSE members. At December 31, 1978, the comparable 
figure was approximately 7%. All of these figures treat Reynolds Securities 
(Canada) Ltd. as a grandfathered firm, although its status is technically 
different (see note 1 in Appendix "C"). These figures indicate that the 
number of grandfathered firms has declined and that their relative volume of 
business may also have declined. Accordingly, they might be said to pose a 
less serious threat to the Canadian industry than in 1971, and to leave some 
room open for limited participation by other non-resident firms in the 
Ontario market for Canadian securities. 


Related considerations also indicate same merit to the type 
of approach here being discussed. As the July 28 discussion paper (Appendix 
"B") indicates, we have been concerned throughout our work with the implic— 
ations of the lack of national uniformity in the existing rules. Our 
impression is that the other provinces are unlikely to adopt rules that 
reflect the position advocated by the Canadian industry, but that they might 
be persuaded to adopt rules that allow non-resident firms some ambit within 
which to operate in Canadian securities. Similar questions of uniformity 
arise at the federal level. Active consideration is being given by Parliament 
to a revision of banking legislation that would allow for Canadian banking 
subsidiaries of foreign banks. These subsidiaries would have full banking 
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powers subject only to limits on growth and on market share. The draft 
legislation contemplates that all banks, including foreign banking subsid- 
iaries, will have power to carry on a defined range of activities in the 
securities area. We doubt whether the restrictions on these activities in 
the current draft of the legislation are adequate, but that is an issue 
which must be resolved at the federal level. Once it is resolved, there 
are serious questions both as a matter of constitutional law and in policy 
tems, whether Ontario can or should preclude a duly chartered bank from 
carrying on within Ontario activities that the Bank Act specifically makes 
permissible. Yet that result would follow if the position of the Canadian 
industry is adopted and applied (as logical consistency dictates) to 
Canadian banking subsidiaries of foreign banks that carry on active 
securities businesses. 


(ii) Considerations S rtin ion of the Position 


Advocated by the Canadian Securities Industry 


There are considerations both of principle and of a prag- 
matic nature supporting the position of the Canadian industry that 
Ontario activities of non-resident firms that do not qualify for 
grandfather status should be limited to the sale of foreign securities 
and to participating in the sale of securities of Ontario-based issuers 
to foreigners. Both types of consideration are reflected in the 
question that the Canadian industry expressed as the relevant one for 
us to ask: 


What is it that non-resident firms can bring to the Canadian 
securities system which will, on balance, materially improve 
that system and yet maintain Canadian control and vitality? 


What is important for present purposes is not the answer (in the view 
of the Canadian industry, the answer is the two types of activity 
referred to above) but the relevance of the question. 


ea ee 


The main consideration of principle that supports the relevance 
of this question is that Canadian independence dictates that the Canadian 
securities markets be kept for Canadian-owned firms unless and until they 
demonstrably fail to do an adequate jab. This is buttressed by concerns that 
non-resident finns would be reluctant to allocate adequate research funds 
to enable them to provide customers with adequate advice on Canadian 
securities. Further, the conclusions drawn from the question by the 
Canadian industry would result in equality of treatment for non- 
resident firms. Almost inevitably, an attempt to implement the other 
alternative approach, discussed above, would involve same discrimin- 
ation among those firms. 


Perhaps of even greater force are the pragmatic consider- 
ations. In the absence of any demonstration that the Canadian industry 
is not doing an adequate jOb, it is reasonable to doubt that threatened 
economic concerns with barriers to entry are a sufficient basis for rule 
changes which, once made, would probably be irreversible. From this 
standpoint, the limited use made by non-resident firms of the currently 
available exemptions to carry out Ontario transactions in Canadian 
securities is a consideration supportive of the position taken by the 
Canadian industry. Government should not try to fix what isn't broken. 


Further, any attempted fixing could be disastrous. Represent- 
atives of the Canadian industry contend that an attempt to structure a limited 
non-resident entry would be in the same realm of difficulty as attempting 
to structure a limited pregnancy. If the necessary controls are to be 
included in rules at the outset, those rules mst involve complexities 
so great as to outweigh any benefits to be obtained. If the controls 
were applied on an administrative level,they would involve an unaccept- 
able degree of bureaucratic power, and would not provide the degree of 
certitude that is desirable in important economic regulation. Further, 
for administrative controls to work the administrator must be prepared, 
with the benefit of hindsight, to deny non-resident firms access to 
an area in which they have already become participants - and this type 
of step is difficult for an administrator to take. 
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Finally, the Canadian industry contends that a significant 
concession is involved in the recommendation that non-resident firms be 
permitted to sell foreign securities to residents of Ontario, and to sell 
securities issued by Ontario residents to foreigners. Many Canadian firms 
feel themselves to be perfectly competent to advise on foreign securities, 
and they could have argued for the exclusive right to do so within Ontario. 
To allow non-resident firms this range of activities will leave them with 
free access to an important area of the financial markets - one in which 
they are already active - with the possibility that they will ultimately 
erode the position of Canadian firms by diverting Canadian investment to 
other countries. Despite these possibilities, the Canadian industry 
feels non-resident firms should be allowed the two proposed areas of 
activity, in order to provide institutional investors in Ontario with 
access to a full range of investment advice and to provide Canadian users 
of funds with unlimited access to foreign markets. 


BALANCING OF CONFLICTING POSITIONS; 
THE DIFFICULTY OF LACK OF DATA 


The statements of position set out above represent the 
distillation of a long period of discussion, during which the issues 
were only gradually crystallized. A brief review of the stages of 
that discussion is relevant. After being requested by the Minister 
to carry out this study, we published a request for comments on 
February 10, 1978. This is attached as Appendix "A". The request 
elicited a number of letters, the authors of which fell into three 
categories that appeared at each stage of the study: 


- representatives of the Canadian securities industry, who 
welcomed our work and saw it as an opportunity to appeal 
for tighter restrictions on the extent of permissible 
non-resident transactions in Canadian securities, while 
prepared to make same concessions as to the extent of 
permissible dealings by non-resident fimms with Canadian 
institutional investors in foreign securities; 


- representatives of the United States securities industry, 
who felt that their firms should have greater right to 
participate in Canadian markets, but who recognized there 
should be limits on that participation; for example, they 
did not press for the right to deal with retail investors; 


aay te le 


- representatives of Canadian institutional investors, who 
were largely of the view that additional participation of 
non-resident firms in Ontario should be permitted, 


We were disappointed that no retail investor made representations at 
any stage of the study. 


We considered the representations received in response to 
the February 10 request and took them into account in the formulation 
of a discussion paper, published on July 28, and attached as Appendix 
"B",. This discussion paper was discussed at a public meeting of the 
Commission on October 2, during which oral and written submissions 
were made by representatives of the Canadian and United States 
securities industries and one representative of an institutional 
investor. Subsequently, The Toronto Stock Exchange ("TSE") and 
the Investment Dealers Association of Canada ("IDA") gave us a joint 
written submission dated November 6. 


The draft recommendations referred to earlier in this 
report were then prepared dated June 1, 1979, and circulated for 
comment on a confidential basis to the IDA and the TSE, representing 
the Canadian industry, and the U.S. Securities Industry Association 
("SIA"), as a representative of the foreign controlled non-registered 
securities firms that had evinced the most active interest in our 
work. The draft took the first of the two positions outlined above, 
and included detailed recommendations designed to allow limited 
non-resident participation in the markets for Canadian securities 
but without endangering Canadian control. By comparison with 
the rules now in place, the proposal would have significantly 
curtailed the range of activities open to most non-resident fims, 
Genying them access to the retail market for any security trans- 
action and narrowing the range of permissible transactions with 
institutional investors. Under the draft proposal, the OSC 
would have had authority to admit a small number of "Special 
registrants" with somewhat wider powers, but only after a public 
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hearing on each application and only on terms and conditions designed 
to force each special registrant to concentrate on activities in which 
it demonstrated during the hearing that it could make a contribution. 
Even special registrants would have been limited to a narrower range 
of activities than is allowed to non-resident firms by the written 
regulations under the present Act. Further, the OSC would have 
retained authority to put additional limits on the range of permiss- 
ible activities if it became concerned with the possibility that 
non-resident firms might become dominant in some segment of the 
industry. 


The SIA reacted to the June 1 draft with some helpful but 
minor comments. The IDA and the TSE reacted very forcefully and very 
negatively, indicating that implementation of the draft proposals would 
Signal the advent of foreign domination. It was at this stage of the 
discussion that the TSE and the IDA representatives, speaking on behalf 
of the Canadian industry, indicated their view of the consequences 
of a change in the present written-unwritten combination of rules. 

They attach great importance to the unwritten portion of the existing 
rules, particularly in the discouragement of Ontario offices for non- 
resident firms. Change to a regulatory code would, in their view, lead 
to non-resident control of industry operations in those areas opened to 
non-residents by the code. This concern was articulated with a degree 
of vehemence and unanimity that persuaded us it was genuinely and 
Sincerely held. Since our fundamental tenet, publicly proclaimed from 
the beginning of the study, was that Canadian control mst be preserved, 
the concerns led us to conclude that changes such as those proposed in 
the June 1 draft should not be recommended without more authoritative 
supporting data. This conclusion was fortified by our awareness of the 
possibility that such recommendations might lead to changes in industry 
structure that could be irreversible. 


The concern with the lack of relevant data affected all 
stages of our work. In an industry that rivals baseball for its obsession 


with statistics, there has been remarkably little effort at the compil- 
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ation of data as to the extent of non-resident participation. We note 
above the impression we share with industry participants that non- 
resident firms have not made extensive use of the flexibility open to 
them under present rules to deal in Ontario transactions in Canadian 
securities, but that is only an impression. Collection of further data 
would be of great value in casting light on the issues in this study. 


Certain developments that are expected to occur within 
the near temm future would also be relevant to the study. One is the 
enactment by Parliament of new banking legislation reflecting 
decisions as to the admittance of banking subsidiaries of foreign 
banks, and the scope of their permissible activities in the securities 
area. The Commodity Futures Act, which became effective on September 
1, requires registration of firms that trade in conmodity futures 
contracts with Ontario residents. In advising the Minister of 
Consumer and Conmercial Relations as to the regulations under that 
Act, we considered whether they should include restrictions on regis- 
tration of non-resident firms similar to those in The Securities Act, 
and we requested comments on this question on November 3, 1978. The 
Canadian industry recommended such restrictions, partly on the basis 
that they would be essential to the development of an indigenous 
Canadian commodity futures industry. After meetings with represent- 
atives of the Canadian industry, we concluded that the case for 
restrictions had not been successfully made and that an indigenous 
Canadian industry could be encouraged with less minatory regulations. 
Our recommendation to this effect was reflected in the adopted regul- 
ations, and experience under that Act should provide a valuable 
indication of the consequences of lowering the barriers in the 
securities industry. 


For all of these reasons, we have concluded that we should 
recommend adoption under The Securities Act of a regulatory structure 
reflecting the approach advocated by the Canadian industry, with certain 
significant exceptions, discussed in the following section, as to dealings 
with retail investors and as to the establishment of offices. However, 
this recommendation is, to us, inextricably linked with our second and 
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equally important recommendation. That is that the entire topic 
should be re-examined within three years, and the specific proposals 
we advance be treated as relevant only util the re-examination occurs. 
In the following section, we separately discuss each of these 
recommendations. 

RECOMMENDAT TONS 


(i) Near Term Proposals 

As noted above, our recommendations for the near term 
largely correspond with those of the Canadian industry. Non-resident 
firms, apart from "grandfathered" firms, should be limited in their 
Ontario activities to transactions in foreign securities with Ontario 
residents and to activities incidental to the sale Outside Canada of 
securities issued by Ontario organizations. We deviate in two major 
respects from the proposals advanced by the Canadian industry. 
First, we do not feel that non-resident firms should be denied access 
to retail investors. If such a firm wishes to deal in foreign securities 
with the full range of Ontario investors, including retail investors, 
it should be permitted to do so if it complies with the full panoply 
of the OSC's registration requirements, just as a domestic firm would 
be required to do. We reject the contention of the Canadian industry 
that distorted advice would be given by firms permitted to trade only 
in foreign securities and that this would be prejudicial to retail 
investors. There are many "boutiques" or specialized fimms in the 
Canadian industry that do not attempt to provide their customers with 
advice across the full spectrmm of available investments. 


Our second departure from the reconmendations of the 
Canadian industry is that we believe non-resident firms should be 
permitted to open offices in Ontario from which to conduct those 
activities that are permissible for them. The Canadian industry objected 
to such a step on the basis, as we understand it, that the existence of 
non-resident firms' offices in Ontario might incite undue interest in ~ 
foreign securities from Ontario investors. There was some suggestion 
that the Canadian industry might, despite this concer, acquiesce to 
non-resident offices if the personnel in those offices are prohibited 
from executing transactions. We feel the offices should be permitted, 


with no such restrictions. ioe 


While this summary sufficiently indicates the thrust of 
our recommendations, it leaves open many questions of detail. To assist 
in these questions, a draft set of regulations to implement our near tem 
proposals is attached as Appendix "D". The basic elements of these regul- 
ations were foreshadowed in the July 28 discussion paper (Appendix "B"): 
a definition of "Securities firm" sufficiently wide to encompass 
affiliates of foreign entities that carry on a securities business in 
combination with some other activity such as banking; a definition of 
"securities firm transactions" to separate the activities of those firms 
that compete with registrants under The Securities Act from their other 
activities; and a definition of "eligible securities" to lend more precision 
to the term "foreign securities". Since they are discussed in that paper, 
these building-blocks of the regulatory pattern do not require elaboration 
here. 


We have one other recommendation, which is not dependent 
upon Cabinet for implementation. As mentioned above, non-resident 
firms registered elsewhere in Canada have sometimes participated in 
retail distributions of securities effected under prospectuses filed 
nationally. The OSC has accepted these prospectuses on the basis of 
undertakings that the non-resident firms would not participate in sales 
within Ontario. Such undertakings do not preclude the non-resident 
firms from benefitting from Ontario retail sales made by other partic- 
ipants. We have concluded that a change in this practice is necessary 
as a corollary to the recommendations summarized above, and to avoid 
questions under the underwriter registration provisions of the Act. 

We therefore intend that such prospectuses not be accepted unless the 
Ontario activities of the non-resident firms, and their participation 
in the underwriting, are clearly permissible under Ontario law. 


(ii) Three-Year Review 
Our suggestion of three years as the time when our reconmend- 


ations should be thoroughly reviewed is designed to provide adequate time 
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for information to become available on the three topics mentioned above - 
further data on the Canadian activities of non-resident firms ; the results 
of Parliament's consideration of new banking legislation; and experience 
under The Commodity Futures Act. Re-opening of the topic ought not, in 
our view, to be delayed longer than three years. But accelerated re- 
Opening may become necessary. This would, for example, be the case if 
new banking legislation is expeditiously adopted and reconsideration of 
the permissible activities for banking subsidiaries of foreign banks 
becomes necessary. Further, if other provinces, within a shorter period, 
become convinced of the desirability of restrictions on non-resident 
ownership, Ontario should be prepared to re-open the topic in the interests 
of national uniformity. The existing situation, with Ontario standing 
alone in the imposition of these restrictions, troubles us for several 
reasons: 


- if the policy underlying non-resident Ownership restrictions 
is valid - as we believe it to be - then it should be valid 
nationally and restrictions should be adopted in each 
province; 


~ the concern with lack of national uniformity is exacerbated 
by the fact that the securities industry is national (and, 
indeed, international) in its operations, with money flowing 
freely across provincial borders. Lack of uniformity on 
the question of non-resident participation can impede 
progress towards other important objectives, such as more 
Closely integrated trading markets for secondary transactions; 


= registered non-resident firms in other provinces naturally 
wish to participate fully in the securities business without 
limitation to transactions qualifying for registration 
exemptions. Again, problems result from the integrated 
nature of Canadian securities markets; one of these problems, 
the treatment of non-resident firms that participate in 
national underwritings of securities, is discussed above.

The three-year review will, of course, be affected in its 
approach and subject matter by developments during the intervening 
period. Some observations are appropriate as to topics that now seem 
to merit consideration in connection with that review. The basic 
question should, we feel, continue to be whether it is possible to 
arrive at regulations that provide some flexibility for non-resident 
firms to trade Canadian securities with Ontario investors - at least 
with institutional investors - while retaining Canadian control. The 
objective would be to bring to Ontario markets for Canadian securities 
the direct benefit of expertise developed outside the country. It is 
at least possible that the future study will conclude that the Ontario 
industry is a sturdy plant that could withstand some competition of 
this type, if channelled and controlled by a regulatory pattern designed 
to avoid a loss of Canadian control. 


There are other questions that merit further analysis. One 
productive topic for analysis would be the "25-10" test. Classification 
as a non-resident of any firm in which non-residents in the aggregate 
hold over 25% of the voting shares, or associated non-residents hold 
over 10%, precludes partnership arrangements between Canadian and non- 
resident firms, although arrangements of this type might provide 
benefits for the capital markets. It may be that, if permitted 
by the rules, a firm with a substantial non-resident minority interest 
might emerge that would make a contribution to the Canadian marketplace 
without detracting from Canadian control over that marketplace. | 


Another relevant question is what should be considered to 
constitute entry to Ontario. Currently, non-resident firms are legally 
permitted to trade in Ontario in exempt securities, and to trade with 
exempt institutions in any securities. That these legal rights have 
not been exercised to a significant extent to facilitate Ontario trans- 
actions in Canadian securities cannot be entirely due to informal disoour- 
agement by the OSC. It seems more probable that the lack of a major entry 
is principally attributable to other constraints, including a preference ~ 
of Ontario residents to deal with Canadian-owned firms and the fact that 


the latter firms have offices in Ontario. Under our proposals, these 
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informal constraints would be replaced by a legal prohibition, thereby 
eliminating any element of poised competition that non-resident fimms 
might have provided. Same consideration seems desirable of whether 
constraints could be designed that would justify permitting non- 
resident firms to deal in a limited way in Canadian securities. A 
prohibition against location of an office in Ontario by firms that 
elect to deal in Canadian securities might merit consideration as 

one such constraint. 


On page 9 we note the decline in the number of "grandfathered" 
firms and in their total capital relative to that of the Canadian industry. 
These figures might be considered to support the proposition that the 
Canadian industry could withstand the entry into Ontarioof one or a 
few non-resident firms, with appropriate limits on the amount of their 
Ontario capital and with other restrictions designed to ensure that they 
do not become dominant. A proposal of this type in our Jime 1 draft was 
criticized as being insufficiently precise and administratively unworkable. 
These criticisms doubtless had merit, but it may be possible to develop a 
more detailed proposal that is not susceptible to such criticisms. 


Other proposals might be developed to meet specific concerns 
raised by the Canadian industry. For example, a serious concem is that 
pressure from foreign parent corporations might lead to advantages for 
non-resident firms in the competition for senior positions in under- 
writings for Canadian subsidiary corporations, if the non-resident firms 
are allowed to participate in such underwritings. We recognize this to 
be a possibility, and we also recognize that Canada has developed an 
effective mechanism for the marketing of primary issues and that this 
mechanism should not be abandoned in favour of the practice followed in 
some foreign country. Recognition of these factors does not, however, 
necessarily dictate a complete exclusion of non-resident firms from 
Canadian underwritings affected in Ontario. It may be feasible to arrive 
at an appropriate balance, perhaps by restricting non-resident particip- 
ation to a certain maximum percentage of any underwriting.

We stress again that these approaches are not advanced 
with confidence that they will prove productive, but only with 
confidence that they merit exploration. We trust that the exploration 
will be a thorough one, carried out on a cooperative basis with 
representatives of both domestic and non-resident fimns.

ACTIVITIES OF NON-RESIDENT, NON-REGISTERED 
BROKERAGE HOUSES IN ONTARIO 


Regulations under The Securities Act prohibit securities 
firms that are controlled by non-residents of Canada 
(other than those firms that had obtained registration 
before the regulations became effective) from obtaining 
registration under the Act to trade in securities. Yet 
it is generally recognized that non-resident controlled 
firms can make important contributions to Ontario 
investors and issuers, at the least by selling foreign 
securities to Ontario investors and by participating in 
distributions outside Ontario of securities issued by 
Ontario issuers. Unfortunately, these activities must 
under present. law ke conducted in Ontario under 
exemptions in the Act which were not designed with this 
Situation in mind. The Honourable Larry Grossman, 
Minister of Consumer and Commercial Relations, has asked 
the Commission to advise him on what changes should be 
made in the Act, regulations or policy statements of the 
Commission in order adequately to recocnize the position 
of non-resident firms on a basis consistent with the 
general policy set out in the requlations. A full 
review of that policy is not proposed at this time. 


The Commission has discussed this question with 
representatives of The Toronto Stock Exchange, the 
Investment Dealers' Association of Canada, and a 
number of non-resident firms. It now solicits 
comment on all aspects of the question from any 
interested persons. The following remarks are 
intended only to indicate the present thinking of 
the Commission and areas upon which comments would 
be helpful, but are not intended to limit the range 
of comment. 


It is clear to the Commission that a number of non- 
resident firms that are not registered to trade in 
securities in Ontario are dealing with Ontario 
residents in reliance on the exemptions from 
registration contained in the Act. Since these 
exemptions, as mentioned above, were not prepared 
with this situation in mind, their application is 
frequently unclear. The Commission's preliminary 
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view is that the scope of the activities that non- 
resident firms may carry on in Ontario should be 
delineated with greater precision, but that the firms 
that wish to take advantage of the revised exemptions 
ought to be required to register with the Commission 
in order to do so. This would enable the Commission 
to be informed as to the extent of the Ontario 
activities of non-resident firms, and to supervise 
those activities in the public interest. It would, 
of course, involve an exemption from the general 
prohibition of registration of non-residents, but 

the exception would be appropriately limited. 


If this general approach to the question is the correct 
one, the following are among the questions to be 
considered: 


(1) What activities should the newly created 
category of registrants be permitted to carry 
on in Ontario? As noted above, the most 
obvious activities would be the sale to Ontario 
residents of securities issued by foreign 
issuers, and dealings with Ontario corporate 
issuers to facilitate foreign distribution of 
their securities. But should they also be 
permitted to deal with Ontario investors

~ should there be any restriction on dealings 
by a non-registered firm with Ontario 
residents in the securities referred to 
in section 19(2)?

Should they be limited 
to the exempt categories recognized by the Act 
(banks, trust companies, life insurance companies, 
governments and their agencies, purchasers 
recognized by the Commission) or should these 
categories be widened - and, if they should be 
widened, what additional categories of purchasers 
should be included?

To comply with 
some or all of the conditions of registration

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The above questions are general in nature, but sufficiently 
indicate the extent of the difficulties that require 
consideration by the Commission in responding to the 
Minister's request. The principal consideration is to 
obtain the benefits that non-resident firms can provide 

for Ontario investors and issuers without detracting 

from the policy considerations reflected in the 

present regulations.

Discussion Paper on the Application of Ontario 
Securities Legislation to Non-Resident Securities 
Firms Not Currently Registered in Ontario 


In the Weekly Summary for the week ending February 10, 
1978, the Commission requested comments on the activities in Ontario 
of non-resident securities firms not registered with this Commission. 
A number of very helpful briefs have been received in response to 
that request. The Commission has reviewed and discussed these 
briefs. Subject to consideration of any further comments that are 
received, the members of the Commission have reached tentative con- 
clusions on certain aspects of the recommendations to be made to the 
Minister on this topic, and have identified certain other aspects as 
to which we would prefer to postpone a decision until after an oppor- 
tunity for further discussion with affected parties and other inter- 
ested persons. The tentative conclusions and matters for further 
discussion are set out in this paper. 


A public meeting of the Commission will be held at 10:00 
a.m. on Monday, October 2, 1978, in the Huron Room, Macdonald Block, 
77 Wellesley Street West, Toronto, continuing on October 3, if 
necessary, to receive oral comments on this discussion paper. Persons 
or organizations that wish to make oral comments during that meeting 
should so advise the Secretary of the Commission on or befcre September 
22, 1978. Written comments would also be welcome, but it is not 
necessary to prepare comments in writing merely to repeat or emphasize 
comments previously made to the Commission. Written comments will be 
made available for public inspection unless confidentiality is 
specifically requested. 


Considerations and Objectives 


Ontario's capital markets are closely linked with those of 
other provinces, of the United States and of other countries. This 
linkage is of value both to users of funds and to suppliers of funds 
or investors. For the most part, free international movement of 
money contributes to effective operation of the economy. Some limits 
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on international fund movements may from time to time be necessary 

to implement national economic policies, but this Commission is not 
responsible for the determination of those policies. We therefore 

feel that Ontario's restrictions on non-resident entry into our 
securities markets should be designed to avoid impairing the relation- 
ship between Ontario's capital markets and those of other jurisdictions 
to a greater extent than is necessary to attain objectives that are 
within our purview. 


The principal objective to be sought here is that Ontario's 
securities market not become dominated by non-resident firms. That 
such domination must be avoided was recognized by Ontario's adoption 
in 1971 of regulations under The Securities Act prohibiting registrat- 
ion of additional non-resident controlled firms and limiting the 
growth of such firms that had previously been registered. This 
continues to be a policy of the government and we were not asked to 
review it. 


In our discussions, we have also been cognizant of other 
considerations, including: 


- Ontario is now the only province that prohibits registration 
of securities firms that are controlled by non-residents. As 
Canada's capital markets move towards complete integration, 
this situation is likely to cause increasing difficulties. 

For example, if and when the stock exchange trading markets 
become integrated, what will be the status of a non-resident 
controlled firm that is a member of a stock exchange in 
another province but is not permitted to obtain registration 
in Ontario? We hope that other provinces will ultimately 
adopt restrictions on non-resident ownership, in recognition 
that the policy concerns taken into account by Ontario are of 
national relevance. In shaping our proposals, we have endeav- 
oured to arrive at a regulatory pattern that could be accepted 


by other provinces; 
= 446 = 


the existing regulatory system is comparatively rigid, allowing 
for only three types of firms: Canadian owned registrants; 
non-resident controlled registrants enjoying the benefits of the 
"grandfather" provision but limited in their rate of growth; 

and all other organizations, whether controlled by Canadians or 
by non-residents. No more than 10% of any outstanding class of 
securities of a Canadian firm may be owned by any single non- 
resident together with his associates and affiliates, and no 
more than 25% may be owned by non-residents in the aggregate. 
Correspondingly, there is no flexibility in the range of 
privileges attendant upon registration; any registrant receives 
the full range of privileges that are available to other regis- 
trants in the same category. In our view, there would be merit 
in the provision of a wider range of types of registration and 
attendant privileges; 


both in Canada and in the United States, there is a relatively 
precise distinction between securities firms and other financial 
institutions, but such a distinction does not exist in a number 
of countries (particularly in Europe) in which various instit- 
utions (particularly banks) carry on a general securities 
business. Banks and other non-resident institutions that carry 
On securities-related activities sometimes rely on the statutory 
exemptions from registration to carry out in Ontario transactions 
that may well be beneficial to Ontario. These considerations 
would complicate the administration of any rules’ narrowing the 
scope of the registration exemptions available to non-resident 
securities firms as a class, particularly if the new rules were 
to make it necessary for the Commission to determine which non- 
resident financial institutions are to be classed as securities 


firms; 
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- most of the discussion provoked by the February 10 request for 
comments has been concentrated on dealings by non-resident control- 
led firms with Canadian institutions - both sources and users of 
funds. Indeed, some non-resident firms have indicated that they 
wish to concentrate in Canada entirely on institutional investors 
and corporate issuers and would not object to a denial of access 
to the retail markets. However, we would not wish to make 
recommendations which might unnecessarily accelerate the instit- 
utionalization of our capital markets. For example, the dollar 
volume of privately placed securities transactions reported to 
us is significantly in excess of the dollar volume of securities 
qualified for public distribution under prospectuses; permitting 
non-resident firms to deal with institutional investors but not 
with retail investors might exacerbate this development, further 
limiting availability of attractive securities issues to the 
retail market; 


- among the factors leading to the February 10 request for comments 
were indications that at least some non-resident firms were 
engaging within the province in activities going beyond those 
permitted by the available exemptions under the Act (described 
below). While no evidence available to us indicates that these 
activities harmed Ontario investors, it is undesirable for 
government to permit contravention of the law. Accordingly, 
our feeling is that any desirable modifications to improve the 
workability of the existing rules should be made, and that the 
resultant regulatory pattern should be fully enforced. 


As indicated in the February 10 request, it seems clear that 
there is an important role for non-resident firms in the sale to 
Ontario residents of securities issued by foreign issuers and in 
dealings with Ontario corporate issuers to facilitate foreign dis- 
tributions of their securities. Written submissions received from 
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institutional investors in Ontario confirm the importance of -avail- 
ability of these services. Submissions from non-resident firms that 
are among potential: entrants to Ontario if the rules should change 
indicate, however, that they would be significantly less likely to 
establish offices here if their activities were limited to these 
functions. On the other hand, the joint submission made by The 
Toronto Stock Exchange and the Investment Dealers Association of 
Canada (in support of recommendations also espoused by the Montreal 
and Vancouver Stock Exchanges) clearly indicates that the role of 
the non-resident firms that do not qualify for the "grandfather" 
provision should be limited in this way and, indeed, that non- 
resident non-registered firms should be denied the right to trade 
in Canadian securities even to the extent that is now permissible 
for them under the exemptions in the Act. The attempt to reconcile, 
or to select between, these conflicting approaches has been our 
most difficult and important task in preparation of this discussion 
paper. 


In summary, we would wish to reply to the Minister's 
request with recommendations for regulatory revisions that: 


1. retain the principle of the existing prohibition against 
non-resident ownership while: 


(a) modifying it in such a way as to contribute to the 
likelihood that other provinces will adopt the 
resultant regulatory pattern; 


(b) avoiding changes that might detract from the ability 
of Canadian firms to retain their dominance in the 
Canadian capital markets; and 


‘(c) providing greater flexibility in the range of avail- 
able types of registration and attendant privileges; 
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ay avoid any reduction in the range of activities permiss- 
ible (without registration) for non-resident financial 
institutions other than securities firms, and also avoid 
rules that would impose on the Commission the obligation 
to distinguish non-resident securities firms from other 
non-resident financial institutions; 


3. contribute to the likelihood that Ontario investors 
will be supplied adequately with the services they 
require to facilitate their dealings in foreign markets, 
while minimizing structural changes that would acceler- 
ate the institutionalization of Ontario's capital 
markets; 


4. do nothing that would detract from the continued provision 
of investor protection; and 


5. provide a workable set Of rules which can be fully enforced. 


It is readily apparent that not all of this range of object- 
ives can be fully satisfied and that, indeed, it may be necessary to 
weigh their relative significance in arriving at recommendations. 


Related Current Developments 


Our analysis of the issues dealt with in this discussion 
paper is being conducted on the eve of other developments that could 
significantly affect the environment in which our recommendations are 
implemented. Currently equity investors in Canadian-owned firms are, 
almost exclusively, individuals, and there are comparatively few 
corporate investors in their debt securities apart from the chartered 
banks and customers who maintain credit balances with the various 
firms. Further, none of these firms has distributed its securities 
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to the public. It is not necessary here to trace the derivation of 

the various rules and policies that give rise to these results. They 
are directly attributable to policies of the self-regulatory organiz- 
ations, crystallized in the 1970 Report of the Committee to Study the 
Requirements and Sources of Capital and the Implications of Non-Resident 
Capital for the Canadian Securities Industry (the "Moore Report"). 


On June 23, 1978, the Ontario Legislature adopted The 
Securities Act, 1978, which will come into force on Cabinet proclam- 
ation. Among the changes from the present Act is a significant 
narrowing of the exemptions from registration that are available to 
chartered banks and to other financial institutions. Detailed 
analysis of the new exemptions is not necessary here; in brief, they 
are designed to preclude a financial institution from carrying on an 
active securities business on behalf of customers without obtaining 
registration under the Act. Representatives of this Commission are 
engaged in discussions with representatives of the Canadian Bankers' 
Association and we anticipate that at least some chartered banks 
will make application for registration to become effective concurrent- 
ly with the new Act. Presumably, representatives of other institut- 
ions are also following the situation and we may hear from them as 
well. 


Concurrently, another development of significance is 
taking place. The same self-regulatory organizations that were 
responsible for the Moore Report have established a committee to 
review and consider the rules and policies currently in place to 
govern the ownership of securities firms. This committee has not 
yet reported, but preliminary indications are that it will recommend 
that the rules be made significantly more liberal. For example, we 
understand that the committee may support authorization, subject to 
prescribed limits, for direct equity investment in securities firms 
by corporations other than financial institutions. 

ct 


These developments could significantly affect the structure 
of the securities industry, in ways not now fully predictable. For 
example, legislation currently before Parliament would authorize the 
creation of chartered banks as subsidiaries of foreign banks. Should 
this legislation be adopted, it will be necessary for us to consider 
the status of the new banks under The Securities Act, 1978 - but in 
the context of rules that facilitate the registration of the Canadian- 
owned banks with which the new banks are being encouraged to compete. 
Similarly, if corporate investment in securities firms is permitted, 
the structure and strength of the industry could be affected. The 
nature of the changes to occur is only hazily outlined; what is clear 
is that change is inevitable. 


The tentative conclusions and the topics for further 
discussion which follow are designed to be compatible both with the 
regulatory structure currently in place and with those other develop- 
ments that are now foreseeable. We do not believe that the Government 
should postpone dealing with the problems discussed in this paper until 
after those other developments have occurred. All of the current 
developments are significant, and it is both inevitable and desirable 
that they should inter-act with one another. Artificial sequencing 
will not assist orderly change. What is important is that the inter- 
action be recognized so that the various developments are not consider- 
ed in isolation. We hope the government will act on the recommendations 
we ultimately make as to the matters dealt with by this discussion 
paper, but we caution that adjustments to the resultant rules may 
from time to time be necessary in recognition of the impact on them 
of other developments. 


Definitions 


For convenience in the following sections of this discussion 


paper, securities firms are categorized as follows: 
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- - "Type A" firms are Canadian-owned firms registered with the 
Commission as dealers; 


- "Type B" firms are non-resident controlled firms enjoying the 
benefit of "grandfather" treatment under the regulations under 
The Securities Act and registered with the Commission but 
limited in their rate of growth; 


- "Type C" firms are other non-resident controlled firms that elect 
to establish an office in Ontario and to become registered 
with the Commission under the proposed amendments to the 
regulations outlined in this discussion paper; 


- "Type D" firms are other firms, whether or not non-resident 
controlled, that elect not to establish an office in Ontario 
but that file with the Commission the undertaking described 
at page 14 of this discussion paper. 


The most important of the exemptions in the present Act 
under which non-registered firms carry out securities transactions 
within Ontario are referred to as follows: 


- the "exempt purchaser" exemption - that under section 19(1)3, 
permitting transactions with governments and their agencies, 
banks, trust companies, loan corporations, insurance companies 
and other purchasers recognized by the Commission as "exempt 
purchasers"; 


- the "exempt security" exemption - that under section 19(2), 
permitting transactions in debt instruments of governments 
and financial institutions, short-term commercial paper and 
Other securities described in that section; 
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- the "private placement" exemption - that under section 19(3), 
permitting sales to investors (other than individuals) if 
the acquisition cost to each purchaser is not less than 
$97,000. 


Another important term, "securities firm transactions", is defined 
on page 12. 


Tentative Conclusions 


Based on written submissions from non-resident firms and 
On meetings with representatives of those firms, we believe that three 
or four of them, all major firms based in the United States, would 
welcome the opportunity to open Ontario offices. They are not now 
technically precluded from doing so, since they might be able so to 
structure their affairs as to operate entirely within the exemptions 
from registration that are available under the present Act, but each 
of them feels that it should await a more open welcome from govern- 
ment and that a wider range of transactions is necessary to make the 
entry economic. Submissions from institutional investors indicate 
that the advent of these firms to Ontario would be welcomed. Nor 
do the IDA and the TSE quarrel with such a result. The real dis- 
agreement is as to the range of activities that should be open to 
these firms, and the manner in which the rules should be adjusted to 
facilitate their entry. 


In the following subsections we first discuss a narrowing 
of the existing exemptions that is designed not to inconvenience 
financial institutions and other investors apart from securities 
firms, but will provide the flexibility to structure a regulatory 
pattern appropriate for securities firms. We then comment separ- 
ately on the rules that we have tentatively concluded to be approp- 
riate for Type C firms and for Type D firms. A few comments are 
then made as to transactions effected outside Ontario by Ontario 
investors. 


i) suggested Limitation on Exemptions 


The IDA and the TSE would have us start with a major 
revision of the present exemptions. No non-resident person or other 
entity legally entitled to trade in securities in its country of 
origin (including foreign banks and entities controlled by or 
associated with foreign banks) should, in their submission, be 
permitted to make the trades referred to in section 19(1) of the 
present Act or to trade in the securities referred to in section 
19(2). A limited registration category would then be devised as a 
safety valve. While the IDA-TSE submissions do not further define 
"non-resident person", it is clear from the context that the term 
is intended to include Canadian subsidiaries of non-resident firms. 
It may even be intended to include any Canadian firm in which any 
One non-resident together with his associates or affiliates has a 
participation in excess of 10%, or non-residents in the aggregate 
have a participation in excess of 25%. 


We have tentatively concluded that their proposal goes 
further than we should recommend. Literally applied, it would even 
preclude a non-resident firm from engaging in securities transactions 
through an Ontario registrant acting as its agent. The argument can 
be made that the purchase by a non-resident investor of securities 
being privately placed within Ontario would not be precluded since 
such participation does not constitute "trading", but that type of 
investment would at the least be discouraged both by the lack of 
certitude in that legal conclusion and by the clear unavailability of 
the exempt purchaser exemption on resale of the securities; while 
the private placement exemption is not specifically discussed in 
the IDA-TSE brief, the logic of the submission requires that avail- 
ability of this exemption also be denied to non-residents. Generally, 
the approach advocated by the IDA and the TSE would affect a range of 
transactions and institutions so wide as to go beyond what seems to 
us justifiable as a reaction to the specific issues here under 


consideration. 
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However, a modification of the IDA-TSE proposal does seem 
to us feasible as an initial step towards the resolution of these 
issues. As noted under "Definitions" above, the exempt purchaser, 
exempt security and private placement exemptions are the most important 
among those relied upon by non-registered securities firms. While we 
do not wish to assume responsibility for identification of those non- 
resident organizations that are to be treated as securities firms, we 
do think it feasible to identify transactions that are of the type 
carried out by securities firms. These are transactions in which the 
organization effecting the transaction is acting as agent for another 
organization, or is acting as principal to re-sell securities acquired 
with the intention to re-sell them, or to purchase securities with an 
intention of re-sale. For convenience, such transactions are herein 
called "securities firm transactions". Denial of availability of the 
exempt purchaser, exempt security and private placement exemptions for 
securities firm transactions, except to firms that take the steps 
described below, provides a convenient starting point for our recommend- 
ations without involving the danger of precluding transactions by non- 
residents that might be beneficial to Ontario. 


Implementation of the suggested narrowing of exemptions 
would seriously limit, or preclude, Ontario activities of non-registered 
securities firms, without affecting the Ontario activities of other 
non-resident financial institutions. Left unmodified, the impact on 
non-registered securities firms would be unacceptably onerous. It 
requires modification both for other firms prepared to establish offices 
in Ontario - Type C firms - and for those which do not wish to establish 
offices here but do wish to continue limited dealings with some Ontario 
residents - Type D firms. 


ii) Treatment of Type C Firms 


Dealing first with Type C firms, we are of the view - 
indeed, no comment that we have received disagrees with this view - 
that the Commission should be authorized to grant registration to 
non-resident firms not qual iy for Type B treatment, which are 


prepared to establish offices here and to comply with our requirements. 
Such firms should, at the least, be permitted to assist Ontario govern- 
ments and businesses in the distribution of their securities outside 
Ontario and other provinces with rules similar to Ontario, and to 
engage with Ontario residents (including retail as well as institutional 
investors) in transactions (including both primary and secondary market 
transactions) in securities classed as eligible for these firms. They 
ought therefore to be permitted to engage in securities firm trans- 
actions in Eligible Securities. The difficult issues of -the meaning 
of "Eligible Securities" and of what, if any, additional activities 
should be permissible in Ontario for Type C firms are addressed under 
"Matters Requiring Discussion". 


One technical point should be noted. Section 19(1)7 of the 
present Act provides an exemption for trades effected through a regis- 
trant. A possible avoidance technique would be made available if 
this provision extended to trades effected through a Type C firm in 
a security other than an Eligible Security. Accordingly, the regul- 
ations should specify that for purposes of 19(1)7, Type C firms are 
to be considered as registrants only with respect to Eligible 
Securities. | 


ii) Treatment of Type D Firms 


Turning to Type D firms, the technical question to be dealt 
with is the circumstances in which, and the extent to which, non- 
registered firms should be permitted to effect securities firm trans- 
actions, in reliance on the exempt purchaser, exempt security and 
private placement exemptions. Here, a preliminary question requires 
discussion. A number of the submissions we received suggested that 
the private placement exemption be extended to include investment 
counsellors and other managed portfolios. Our reluctance to recommend 
adoption of this suggestion is among the considerations underlying our 
tentative conclusion that Type C firms should be permitted to deal with 
all Ontario residents. To widen the category of exempt purchasers for 
the benefit of Type D firms might well, in our view, contribute to 
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institutionalization of our markets by accentuating the importance 
of an already-existing cleavage between two categories of investors. 


It is clear to us that no restriction should be imposed 
on the right of Type D firms to assist Ontario governments and 
businesses in the sale of their securities outside Ontario and other 
provinces with rules similar to Ontario. The regulations should so 
indicate. Also, to the extent permitted by the exempt security, 
exempt purchaser and private placement exemptions, Type D firms 
should be permitted to deal with Ontario residents in Eligible 
Securities, even in securities firm transactions. 


Any non-registered firm should be permitted to qualify for 
Type D treatment by filing with the Commission an undertaking to 
comply with Ontario law, accompanied by an irrevocable power of 
attorney authorizing the Secretary of the Commission or an Ontario 
trust company to accept service in any action brought against the 
firm by an Ontario resident. 


iv) Non-Ontario Transactions of Ontario Residents 


Currently, a number of Ontario residents, particularly 
institutional investors, deal directly with non-registered firms 
through their offices outside Ontario. As indicated early in this 
discussion paper, one of the objectives of our current analysis is 
to arrive at proposals which will result in a workable set of rules 
capable of full enforcement. In keeping with this objective, we 
anticipate that the Commission would take appropriate action if it 


were to discover that representatives of any non-registered firm, in 
an attempt to encourage Ontario investors to effect these non-Ontario 
transactions, have engaged in trading activities within Ontario going 
beyond what is permitted by the available exemptions. 


Subject to that reservation, there is only one aspect of 
this matter that might lead us to suggest any limit, direct or 
indirect, on non-Ontario dealings by Ontario residents. This 
relates to dealings in securities that are listed both on The 


Toronto Stock Exchange and on a stock exchange in the United States. 
Particularly if any such securities are classed as Eligible Securities, 
the advent to Ontario of Type C firms might exacerbate the already- 
existing temptation for Ontario residents to trade in the United 

States in order to avoid the fixed commission structure of the TSE. 

We have not concluded. whether this would be so undesirable as to merit 
action on our part to avoid it, or what alternative regulatory tech- 
niques are available if any action is to be taken. The topic is one 
that merits further discussion. 


Matters Requiring Discussion 


The tentative conclusions set out above provide the bones 
of a new regulatory pattern; to put flesh on those bones, several 
questions of considerable complexity must be resolved. How should 
"Eligible Security" be defined? In what, if any, activities should 
a Type C firm be permitted to engage in addition to those described 
above? Should the range of activities open to Type C firms increase 
as their degree of Canadian ownership increases? We have not | 
reached even tentative conclusions on these difficult questions. 

The remarks in this section are only by way of comment to assist in 
further discussions. 


The first question is the definition of "Eligible Securities”. 
The complexity of our capital markets precludes precise categorization 
of securities on any single basis, and it may therefore be necessary 
for the regulations ultimately adopted to contain a detailed definition. 
At the level of principle, the definition should probably start with 
the simple proposition that securities are not Eligible Securities 
if the issuer is organized under the laws of Canada or one of its 
provinces or territories, and are Eligible Securities in other 
cases. It is the exceptions from this simple proposition that may 
Cause controversy. Examples include: 
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it might be contended that firms of Type C and Type D should 
continue to be permitted to enter into securities firm trans- 
actions, as defined above, with Ontario residents in securities 
of the types listed in section 19(2) of the Act (the “exempt 
security" exemption). In support of this contention it could 
be said that non-registrants are currently permitted to trade 
in those securities and that this has not given rise either 

to any demonstrated abuses or to non-resident dominance of our 
capital markets. On the other hand, if a significant number 
of firms are likely to elect Type C treatment and to establish 
offices in Ontario, they might use these offices as the basis 
for substantial expansion in trading activities carried on in 
reliance on this exemption. Our preliminary feeling is that 
it may be inappropriate to treat all of the 19(2) securities 
in the same way for this purpose; for example, perhaps debt 
instruments of governments but not debt instruments of finan- 
cial institutions should be "Eligible Securities"; 


interlisted equity securities have been the topic of much 
debate. On the one hand, non-resident firms contend that 

they should be permitted to deal with Ontario residents in any 
security listed on a stock exchange outside the country. On 
the other hand, the TSE and the IDA contend that their members 
are amply qualified to service the needs of Ontario residents 
for advice and for trading in securities of Canadian issuers, 
whether or not listed on a non-Canadian stock exchange. 
Implicit in this controversy are important questions as to 

the impact on the fixed commission structure of Canadian 

stock exchanges of increased access by Ontario residents to 
non-resident firms able to implement their transactions on 

a non-Canadian exchange at negotiated commission rates. We 
lack data as to the impact of this consideration and we also 


hope to receive additional data as to interlisted trading 
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generally. Our preliminary feeling is similar to that 
expressed above as to section 19(2) securities, that perhaps 

a division is appropriate. For example, it may be that the 
trading volume of some interlisted securities of Canadian 
issuers is so highly concentrated on the foreign exchange 

that those securities should be treated as Eligible Securities 
for this purpose, while other interlisted securities should 
not be so treated; 


Since Type C and Type D firms are to be permitted to assist 
Canadian issuers in the bona fide distribution of their 
securities outside Ontario and provinces with uniform rules, 
the suggestion has been made that securities distributed to 
non-residents under this provision should be treated as 
Eligible Securities for purposes of their resale to Ontario 
residents. Again, the TSE and IDA quarrel with this, on the 
basis that their members are amply qualified to effect these 
resales. To resolve this disagreement we would be interested 
in comments on the extent to which Type C and Type D firms 
would be encouraged to assist Ontario issuers in the dis- 
tribution of their securities outside Ontario if these firms 
were permitted to effect the resale of those securities to 
Ontario residents and on whether the TSE and the IDA are 
justified in feeling that their members could effect the 
resales to equal effect; | 


a host of questions of detail will arise, such as the categor- 
ization of securities issued by a Canadian entity but guaranteed 
by a foreign entity, or convertible into securities of a foreign 


entity. 
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After resolution of the question of definition, the 
next issue to be dealt with will he what, if any, activities should 
be permissible within Ontario for Type C firms in addition to 
those contemplated by our tentative conclusions above. It might 
seem desirable that the range of activities open to Type C firms 
be wider than for Type D firms, to operate as an attraction for 
non-resident firms to open offices within Ontario and to extend 
the services available to Ontario investors. However, in this 
connection, it is significant that, under the tentative conclusions 
above, Type C firms but not Type D firms would be permitted to enter 
into securities firm transactions with Ontario retail investors. 
Further, any significant widening of the activities open to Type 
C firms might give rise to aggressive activities which could 
detract from continued attainment of the policies underlying the 
Government's restrictions on non-resident entry. On balance, our 
present feeling is that we should recommend against availability 
of a wider range of transactions to Type C firms, at least initially. 
The situation should be reviewed in light of experience both as to 
the number of firms that elect Type C categorization and as to the 
extent of their Ontario activities. We would, however, welcome 
further discussion of this question. 


A related issue that merits discussion is whether the 
range of activities open to Type C firms should increase as their 
degree of Canadian ownership increases. This question may also be 
relevant to Type B firms. Currently, there is no motivation for 
the non-resident controllers of a Type B firm to provide equity 
in the firm to Canadians, unless they are prepared to reduce 
aggregate non-resident participation below 25% and that of any 
One non-resident, together with his associates and affiliates, 
below 10%. Particularly if Type C firms are to be accepted, we 
feel it would be desirable to include in the regulatory system some 
inducement for such firms to make available to Canadians at least a 
substantial minority interest. Perhaps the range of securities 
classed as Eligible Securities could be widened for a firm with 
Significant Canadian equity pe eon, 


Summary 


Our tentative conclusions are summarized in the following 
paragraphs, numbered to correspond with the first three subsections 
under "Tentative Conclusions": 


Tentative Conclusion #1: The exempt purchaser, exempt 
security and private placement exemptions of the Act should 

be made unavailable to permit securities firm transactions by 
non-registrants, except to the extent contemplated by subsequent 
conclusions. For this purpose, securities firm transactions are 
transactions through a non-registrant acting as agent of the 
principal (but not including a case where a corporation acts 
through an officer or employee of a consultant not engaged in 
the securities business) and transactions involving the sale 

of securities acquired with an intention of immediate or short 
term resale or the purchase of securities with such an intention. 


Tentative Conclusion #2: The Commission should be permitted 
to grant a special category of registration (as Type C) to non- 
resident firms not qualifying for "grandfather" (Type B) status. 
A firm registered on this basis should be permitted to assist 
Ontario governments and businesses in the distribution of their 
securities outside Ontario and other provinces with rules 
similar to Ontario, and to engage with Ontario residents 
(including retail as well as institutional investors) in trans- 
actions (including primary and secondary market transactions) 
in Eligible Securities, as to be defined. They should also be 
permitted to engage in any activities that seem appropriate 
in light of the further discussions suggested below. Firms 
registered in this category should not be regarded as registrants 
for purposes of section 19(1)7 (the exemption for transactions 
effected through registrants) except as to transactions in 
Eligible Securities. 
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Tentative Conclusion #3: A non-resident firm, or a Canadian 
organization associated with a non-resident firm, that files 
with the Commission an undertaking to comply with Ontario law 
accompanied by an irrevocable power of attorney authorizing 
the Secretary of the Commission or an Ontario trust company to 
accept service in any action brought against it by an Ontario 
resident, should be permitted to 


(a) engage within Ontario in activities corollary to 
bona fide distributions of securities issued by 
Ontario governments or businesses to be made, or 
proposed to be made, outside Ontario and provinces 
with rules similar to those of Ontario; and 


(b) deal with residents of Ontario in Eligible Securities 
in securities firm transactions that fit the existing 
exempt purchaser and private placement categories, 
although those categories should be kept under contin- 
uing review to determine whether they could feasibly 
be expanded for this purpose without accelerating the 
institutionalization of Ontario securities markets. 


These conclusions are not intended to affect the right of Ontario 
residents to deal with non-registered firms in transactions all 

aspects of which take place entirely outside Ontario, except that 
some further discussion may be needed as to inter-listed equities. 


The following are the principal points upon which further 
discussion and comment would be appreciated: 
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(a) how "Eligible Securities" should be defined; 


(b) whether any activities in addition to those outlined 
above should be available for Type C firms; 


(c) whether Type C firms (and perhaps also Type B firms) 
should be encouraged under the regulations to increase 
the extent of the Canadian equity participation. For 
example, perhaps the definition of Eligible Securities 
could be expanded as a firm's Canadian equity partic- 
ipation increases.

Early in 1978 Reynolds Securities (Canada) Ltd. experienced a material change of 
control. Its application to the Ontario Securities Commission for approval of 

this change was unsuccessful. The Minister of Consumer and Commercial Relations 
requested the advice of the Commission as to whether the regulations should be 
amended to permit continued registration of Reynolds. This advice was provided 

in the form of a report dated September 27, 1979 (see OSCB, November, 1979, page 
349). Pending disposition of the matters discussed in the report, the registration 
of Reynolds has been extended by a series of regulations, the most recent of which 
(Ontario Regulation 804/79) extends Reynolds’ registration to January 31, 1980. 


The Commission received a submission from Shearson Hayden Stone Inc as to the 
eligibility of that firm for "grandfather" status. The submission indicates that, 
at the time of the Moore Report, the firm was a member of the Canadian Stock 
Exchange and its application for membership in the IDA had been approved. On this 
basis, the firm expects to receive support from the TSE and the IDA for grandfather 
Status in Ontario. The Commission would give considerable weight to eae Support 
in an application by the firm for special treatment. However, if the firm had 
originally received grandfather status, that status would have been subject to 
review upon the occurrence of a material change of control. Accordingly, in 
considering such an application it would also be necessary to take into account 
whether such a change has occurred since publication of the Moore Report.
